Good color and surface definition. The reverse has only one hairline 
abrasion running vertically along the left peripheral device.

An early die state that shows the 
repunched 8 details. Sharply struck with abundant luster. A scarce 
issue. 

427 1872 MS63 ANACS. FS-7, DDO 2-0-111. The obverse is die dou¬ 
bled directly south, which is most visible on the annulet. A lustrous 
dusky-gray specimen that has immaculate surfaces and a reasonable 
strike. 

428 1873 Open 3 AU58 ANACS. Lustrous for the grade, with attractive 
green-gray color and a good strike. The lower reverse has a pair of 
wispy abrasions. 

429 1874 MS63 NGC. Deep green-gray color. A carefully preserved rep¬ 
resentative that has good luster and a reasonable strike 

430 1875 MS62 ANACS. A sharply struck and lustrous example that has 
attractive milky apricot-gold color. A pinscratch near the 5 in the 
date is the only distraction. The lower obverse has heavy die cracks, 
as made. 

431 1876 MS62 ANACS. Sharply struck and lustrous with lilac and 
gold-gray colors. The central reverse has a few wispy slide marks. 

432 1882 Nickel MS61 ANACS, lustrous and well struck with surpris¬ 
ingly clean surfaces and dusky silver-gray patina; and a 1915 Dime 
MS60 ANACS, yellow-green and russet peripheral patina, boldly 
struck with extensive luster and a pleasing reverse.

437 1866 Rays PR65 NGC. The 2003 Guide Book lists the proof deliv¬ 
ery of this first-year Shield Nickel as approximately 200+ pieces. 
Writing in 1995, however, Gloria Peters and Cynthia Mahon esti¬ 
mate this issue’s mintage as at least 375 coins. We believe that the 
latter figure is closer to the truth, but the rarity and desirability of the 
proof 1866 Nickel should not be underestimated. It is the only proof 
of the two-year Rays type that is obtainable for the average collec¬ 
tor. This silver-gray example is moderately reflective in the fields 
with razor sharp striking definition over the devices. There is a very 
shallow planchet flaw (as produced) in the lower left obverse field, 
but we can find no bothersome handling marks. 

438 1867 No Rays PR65 NGC. The tan-gold patina is very light. A 
razor-sharp Gem that has immaculate preservation. The obverse 
field has a couple of miniscule planchet flaws, as made. The first 
issue of the series without rays, although a small number of proofs 
with rays were struck earlier in the year. 

439 1879—Cleaned—ANACS. Net PR55. A boldly struck and faintly 
hairlined coin that has faint milky brown-gray patina. Business 
strikes for this issue are very rare, and proofs provide an alternative 
for date sets. 

440 1879/8—Corroded—ANACS. Net PR50. A well struck but some¬ 
what lackluster survivor that is otherwise only lightly abraded. The 
olive color is attractive and uniform. 

441 1881 PR63 NGC. The reflective fields have wisps of pastel gold and 
lavender patina. Well struck and seemingly unabraded. One of sev¬ 
eral dates that are rare as a business strike, but proofs serve as an 
able substitute.

442 1883 No Cents MS63 ANACS. A sharply struck and highly lustrous 
representative that is bathed in bright gold and lilac patina. The 
obverse rim has a tiny speck of PVC residue at 9 o’clock. 

A lovely specimen that has bright and 
highly reflective surfaces. A wispy handling mark connects the D 
and the S in UNITED STATES. 

444 1883 No Cents MS64 PCGS. Both sides are evenly endowed with 
apricot-gray patina. The luster is very mildly prooflike. A few stars 
are not ftilly struck, but the surfaces are close to pristine. A popular 
short-lived type. 

445 1883 No Cents MS65 NGC. A popular variety issued only during 
the first year of the Liberty Nickel series. Lustrous, well struck, and 
with clean surfaces. A die break (as struck) runs from the date, heads 
northwest around the periphery, and terminates at Liberty’s hair coil. 

446 1883 With Cents MS62 ANACS, lightly toned with satiny surfaces 
and a few wispy die cracks, as struck, the coin has attractive eye 
appeal; and a 1883 No Cents MS64 ANACS, a nicely preserved, 
lustrous, and evenly toned near-Gem. (Total: 2 coins) 

447 1884 MS62 ANACS, lightly abraded, lovely pale-gold color, with 
russet toning near the upper right obverse border; and a 1887 MS62 
ANACS, a well struck and carefully preserved specimen with beau¬ 
tiful tan-gold color.

A sharply struck and highly lustrous near-Gem 
that has pleasing pastel lavender and tan-gold patina. The left 
obverse has a pair of unimportant contact marks. 

461 1900 MS63 ANACS, lovingly preserved with deep gold-gray color, 
well struck aside from the left ear of com; and a 1904 MS63 
ANACS, nicely struck and lustrous with a few unimportant abra¬ 
sions.

The reverse is 
virtually pristine. 

1897 PR62 ANACS. A well struck and reflective example that has 
iridescent lemon and powder-blue patina. Less than 2,000 pieces 
were minted. 

1898 PR66 NGC. A partial cameo effect is seen on both sides of this 
essentially untoned Gem. One tiny spot is seen in the obverse field 
near star 12.

1833—Corroded, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. V-6, 
LM-9, R.2. Deep apple-green and maroon patina. Softly struck on 
the left (facing) wing where it joins the shield, otherwise richly 
detailed. The surfaces do not betray roughness or hairlines, and are 
more attractive than the ANACS disclaimer indicates. 

1834 Half Dime—Scratched—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, V- 

4, LM-4, R.l, heavily patinated and relatively well struck, there is a 
diagonal scratch that runs from the center of Liberty’s cap into the 
upper right obverse field; and an 1831 Dime—Scratched, Glue 
Residue—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF40, V-4, R.2, dark original 
toning, including some attractive iridescent orange, green, and rose 
hues on the reverse, there is a recent scratch between the 0 and the 
C, two older scratches to the left of the eagle’s wing, and some glue 
residue near the upper reverse border. (Total: 2 coins) 

1835 Large Date Large 5C AU55 ANACS. V-3, LM-3, R.l. Rich 
peripheral russet patina frames the silver-gray centers. A splendidly 
detailed representative that has no shortage of bright luster across the 
borders and devices.

1835 Large Date, Small 5C AU53 ANACS. V-9, LM-6, R.2. The 
peripheries have rich apple-green, gold, and mauve patina. Well 
struck with abundant luster and a short pinscratch behind the neck of 
the eagle.

The 
peripheral legends and stars are bold, while the centers have occa¬ 
sional indifference of strike. 

1836 AU50 ANACS. V-7, LM-7, R.4. Large 5C. A scarce die vari¬ 
ety that combines an obverse with repunched stars and a reverse with 
a tightly spaced AMERI. Deep green-gray and violet-brown patina. 
Splendidly detailed, although the fields are lightly abraded.

1845 MS61 ANACS. Lustrous and well preserved, the obverse is 
primarily pale-gold with some russet toning specks and streaks. The 
reverse displays a range of iridescent hues including bright green, 
russet, orange, and yellow. 


606 1852-0 XF45 ANACS. Lightly worn and lightly abraded, this coin 
displays lovely iridescent green, yellow, and russet toning over pri¬ 
marily olive and brown surfaces.

620 1821 Large Date VF35 PCGS. JR-4, R.2. A pinscratch in the upper 
left obverse field is a mild distraction, and the eagle’s neck is softly 
struck. Lovely lavender, rose, and yellow-green patina. The eagle’s 
wing and leg plumage is bold for the grade. 

621 1829 Small IOC MS66 NGC. JR-3, R.4. A double cut denticle 
below the 1 in the date attributes the variety.

blue with hints of charcoal color in protected areas. The reverse is 
especially sharp. A wispy handling mark or two is noted below the 
beak of the eagle.

623 1844—Cleaned—ANACS. VG Details, Net Good 4. This low 
mintage issue (72,500 pieces) is a perennial favorite among students 
of Liberty Seated coinage. The example shown here is a modest 
specimen, primarily light olive in color, with some darker toning 
around the edges, and a few specks of bright-green iridescence on 
the obverse. 

624 1853 Arrows AU58 NGC. Boldly struck with extensive bright lus¬ 
ter and pale gold color. A couple of short pinscratches are noted in 
the field near Liberty’s raised arm. Struck from lightly clashed dies. 

625 1855 Arrows MS64 PCGS. There is plenty of satin luster in evi¬ 
dence on both sides of this attractive near-Gem. The strike is needle 
sharp in all but one or two isolated areas, and the surfaces have sur¬ 
vived the passage of time without acquiring any noteworthy blem¬ 
ishes. Lightly patinated in golden-gray hues, and important for high 
grade type purposes. 

626 1857 MS66 NGC. Exceptionally lustrous and bright, there are no 
mentionable post-striking distractions on either side. The strike is a 
little short on the highpoint detail, the only grade limiting factor.

627 1874-CC Arrows—Damaged, Bent—ANACS. VG Details, Net 
Good 4. Although heavily pitted on each side, many of the main fea¬ 
tures of this key-date coin are still fully visible. 

628 1875-S Mintmark Above Bow MS64 PCGS. A lustrous and nicely 
struck near-Gem that has light yellow-green color. Struck from light¬ 
ly clashed dies. The variety with the mintmark above the wreath’s 
bow is scarcer in better grades than the ‘Below Bow’ reverse. 

629 1880—Corroded, Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. 
Somewhat abraded, with nice dove-gray color and some darker mot¬ 
tled toning on the left reverse side. 

630 1885 MS63 PCGS. Well struck, this untoned specimen has gleam¬ 
ing satiny surfaces.

631 1857 PR64 PCGS. Proofs of this date in the Seated Dime series 
were struck from the same reverse die as the 1856 specimens. The 
obverse of the 1857 is identifiable by recutting at the peak of the 1 
in the date.

634 1888 PR65 NGC. The rims have a hint of gold color, but the devices 
and fields are fully brilliant. Well struck aside from the head of Lib¬ 
erty. Although not designated as Cameo, there appears to be pleas¬ 
ing contrast between the snow-white devices and the field. An 
exquisitely preserved Gem. Only 832 pieces were struck. 


635 1890—Environmental Damage—ANACS. Net PR60. The dam¬ 

age is seen mainly near the right obverse periphery. The other sur¬ 
faces remain somewhat prooflike, with subtle iridescence around 
and below the prevailing satin brown finish.

636 1892 MS61 ANACS. Mostly lilac in color, but with freckles of rus¬ 
set color at the borders. An impressive example that is well struck 
and has strong cartwheel luster.

643 1896—Environmental Damage—ANACS. UNC Details, Net 
MS60, mottled dark-olive patina covers the obverse, the reverse is 
decently preserved and the somewhat lighter patina is tinged with 
faint iridescence; and a 1916 MS60 ANACS, pale yellow in color, 
lightly spotted and lightly abraded, a rather attractive coin of its type. 

644 1897-0—Whizzed, Retoned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. A 
richly detailed but lightly hairlined representative that has dusky 
peripheral green-gray patina. Hints of the original luster emerge 
within the denomination. 

645 1897-0—Tooled, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Rea¬ 
sonably well preserved for the grade, this cleaned specimen displays 
faint iridescence over primarily dark-olive color. 

646 1897-S AU50 ANACS. Mottled orange, lavender, and russet patina 
clings to the obverse surface of this example, while some hazy sil¬ 
ver-gray streaks appear on the primarily tan-gold reverse. 

647 1898 AU58 ANACS. A vivid streak of gold color crosses the 
reverse. Well struck and with pleasing luster. The lower reverse has 
faint horizontal slide marks.

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651 1899-0—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, richly 
detailed, attractive peripheral gold color, lightly hairlined and with a 
pinscratch below OF; and a 1900-0—Cleaned—ANACS, AU 
Details, Net XF45, speckled golden-brown patina at the margins, 
the borders have minor softness of strike, subdued luster but no 
obvious hairlines.

652 1899-0 MS60 ANACS. Bands of green, orange and russet irides¬ 
cence glimmer at the peripheries of this lustrous specimen, around 
the lightly abraded central devices. 

653 1899-S AU58 ANACS. The well preserved surfaces show mottled 
toning, with brighter and varied iridescence around the borders. 

654 1899-S MS60 ANACS. Well preserved and with a good strike, the 
surfaces bear mottled green, red, and russet toning.

This speci¬ 
men displays some dark peripheral patina, and two small dark spots 
on the lower right obverse field.

684 1903 PR65 NGC. Fully brilliant and completely untoned with the 
typical no-contrast finish present on early 1900s silver coinage. 

685 1914 PR65 NGC. The lowest mintage Proof Barber dime, only 425 
pieces were struck. This fully brilliant, well preserved Gem displays 
a partial cameo effect. 

686 1915 PR60 ANACS. This lovely proof specimen displays iridescent 
blue-green, burnt-orange, and lavender patina over the primarily 
dark-brown surfaces.

754 1819 Small 9 Good 4 ANACS. B-4, R.6. Deep brown patina with a 
lighter color on the devices. A rare variety that is readily attributed 
by the heavy die cracks through the date and a boldly repunched 5 
in 25C. LIBERTY and E PLURIBUS UNUM are worn smooth, 
while AMERICA is somewhat faint. 

755 1820 Large 0—Scratched—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. B 

1, R.3. Deep silver-gray patina. A wispy vertical pinscratch crosses 
the bust. The reverse has a short scratch above each of the eagle’s 
shoulders. 

756 1821 XF45 ANACS. B-3, R.2. Deep lavender and navy-blue patina. 
Well struck aside from a couple of stars. The surfaces are nicely pre¬ 
served, and the eagle has especially bold details.

763 1831 Small Letters XF40 ANACS. B-4, R.l. Deep cobalt-blue, 
lavender, and golden-brown patina. Well struck aside from the stars, 
and with suggestions of mint luster that surround the stars and 
devices. 

764 1831 Small Letters XF45 ANACS. B-5, Low R.3. Star 11 is 
repunched, as are both Is in the date. Deep apple-green and golden- 
brown patina. Liberty’s cheek and bust truncation have modest rub, 
while the borders have pleasing luster. A few wispy abrasions are 
noted on each side. 

765 1834 XF40 ANACS. B-3, R.3. Lightly toned with abundant luster 
and rich details. Only the first star is softly struck. Liberty has heavy 
clash marks throughout her ear. Both sides also have lengthy die 
cracks.

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1840 AU50 ANACS. Aqua, golden-brown, and lilac patina enriches 
the surfaces. The obverse field has a couple of trivial contact marks, 
while the devices are bold throughout.

1842-0 Large Date XF40 ANACS. Medium brown and maroon 
patina. Liberty has moderate rub on her arms and legs, and a faint 
pinscratch crosses her chest. The stars and eagle are richly detailed. 
1844 AU50 ANACS. Deeply variegated tan-brown and mauve col¬ 
ors. The fields are surprisingly unabraded, and only the front leg of 
the eagle betrays minor softness of strike. The reverse border has 
heavy die cracks, as made. 

1844-0 AU53 ANACS. Splendid navy-blue, rose-violet, and apple- 
green patina. A sharply struck and relatively unabraded specimen 
that has a hint of rub on Liberty’s knee. A scarce issue in AU and 
higher grades. 

1847 AU50 ANACS. Abundant luster penetrates the deep green, 
gray, and gold patina. The eagle’s front leg has minor softness of 
strike, but the stars and wing feathers are bold.

1849—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Briggs 1-A. 
Medium chocolate-brown patina. The upper left obverse has a series 
of faint pinscratches. Sharply struck with light rub. The shield has a 
circular piece absent, similar to the rings found on the shields of 
New Orleans Eagles of the era. 

1852 MS63 NGC. The heavily melted 1852 is elusive even in lower 
grades, and is a real find in Mint State conditions. This Select Uncir¬ 
culated coin has sunset and electric-blue toning on each side and is 
well struck in most all areas. 

1853 Arrows and Rays—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
XF45. A richly detailed specimen that has abundant satiny luster. 
Slate-gray in color with light rub on the knee and not unattractive 
surfaces. 

1854 Arrows AU50 ANACS. Rich tobacco-brown patina dominates 
the surfaces, but the devices have bright luster. The surfaces are sur¬ 
prisingly unabraded, and the reverse has especially rich details. 

1854 Arrows AU53 ANACS. The eagle’s front leg and the upper 
arrow feathers are typically struck, while the remainder of the 
devices are bold. Deep golden-brown patina with subtle luster and 
very little rub. 

1857—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Lightly hair- 
lined near Liberty’s foot, and with a faint scratch in the field near 
Liberty’s beak. Well struck aside from the lowest stars, and with 
only a hint of rub on the obverse device. 

1857 AU50 ANACS. There is a faint and intermittent pinscratch 
across Liberty’s midsection. Medium lavender-gray patina, with 
extensive satiny luster, a reasonable strike, and carefully preserved 
fields. 

1857 MS65 NGC. The fields of this interesting coin show heavy die 
polishing marks and striations. Mostly brilliant with just the faintest 
hint of streaky obverse toning, the only detracting feature we can 
find on this coin is a slight softness of strike on the highpoints. 

1857- S Fine 12 ANACS. The green-gold fields complement the 
lavender devices. More than three quarters of LIBERTY is bold, 
although the eagle’s plumage has wear appropriate to the grade. 
Only 82,000 pieces were struck, most of which went directly into 
circulation. 

1858 AU55 ANACS. A well struck piece that has rich silver-gray 
and copper-gold patina. The remaining luster is slightly subdued. 
The fields have a few unimportant abrasions. 

1858- S VF30 ANACS. Lavender and green-gray patina. The reverse 
field has a couple of minor abrasions. LIBERTY is bold, and the 
eagle’s plumage retains rich definition. A deceptively rare issue. 
PCGS has certified only six examples in all grades. 
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784 1859-S Fine 15 ANACS. Reddish-brown in color. Sharp for the 
grade, with LIBERTY bold. Liberty’s waist has a faintly granular 
surface, and her chest has a wispy diagonal pinscratch. Only 80,000 
pieces were struck, and survivors are rare in all grades. 

785 1860 AU50 ANACS. Lilac-gray and yellow-brown in color, with no 
shortage of shimmering luster in the protected areas. The devices are 
bold and have virtually no rub. A short scrape touches the base of ED 
in UNITED, with a second abrasion above the arrowheads and a 
third near star 10. 

786 1862 XF45 ANACS. Lilac-gray color dominates, with hints of dark¬ 
er patina in protected areas. A richly detailed representative that is 
refreshingly unabraded for the grade. The first S in STATES has a 
spike (as made) from the lower serif. 

787 1873 Arrows XF45 ANACS. Rich apple-green and lavender patina. 
The strike is not bold, and the fields have a few wispy handling 
marks, but the remaining luster is quite extensive for the grade. 

788 1873 Arrows—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. The 
milky pearl-gray centers are surrounded by deep brown patina at the 
margins. Faintly hairlined, but with good definition on the devices. 
The obverse border has a couple of faint abrasions between 12 and 
2 o’clock. 

789 1873-S Arrows—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Deep 
lavender-gray patina. The right side stars have some verdigris, but 
the surfaces are surprisingly unabraded. Struck from slightly rotated 
dies. A scarce and perhaps underappreciated issue in this grade. 

790 1874-S Arrows—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Lilac 
and golden-brown patina. A few wispy hairlines are subdued by the 
rich toning. Sharply struck with suggestions of luster and modest 
highpoint rub. 

791 1874-S Arrows XF45 ANACS. Dusky yellow-gray and cobalt-blue 
patina. The obverse field has a pair of faint pinscratches. Nicely 
struck and with only moderate rub on the Seated Liberty.

Well struck and lustrous with a beautifully preserved reverse. The 
upper obverse has a small area of faint porosity.

Medium golden-brown and lilac patina. Boldly struck and with very 
little rub. The obverse field has a few aimless pinscratches, one of 
which (near Liberty’s raised hand) is relatively deep.

A 
needle-sharp and attractive example. PCGS has certified only one 
coin higher with a Cameo designation. Only 600 pieces were struck. 

802 1878 PR65 PCGS. A richly toned Gem exhibiting original, inter¬ 
mingled shades of deep rose and blue-green on the obverse. The 
reverse is an even cobalt-blue color. Highly reflective fields flash 
from beneath the exceptional colors. A coin for the connoisseur of 
color. 

803 1889 PR62 NGC. The reverse border has apple-green color, while 
the remainder of the moderately reflective surfaces have deep dove- 
gray patina. The strike is needle-sharp, and the fields have only the 
faintest handling marks beneath the rich toning. A scant 711 pieces 
were struck.

804 1892—Cleaned—ANACS, Unc Details, Net AU50, Type One 
Reverse, brilliant and bold but lightly hairlined; and a 1916-D/D

complete. (Total: 2 coins) 

805 1892 MS65 NGC. Deeply toned, the strike is full and sharp on this 
popular first year issue. 

806 1892 MS66 PCGS. A richly toned, fully original example showing 
various reddish-golden hues over each side. Popular as a first year 
issue. 

807 1892-0 AU58 ANACS. Type One reverse. Rich aqua, gold, and 
lavender patina. Sharply struck and with nearly complete luster. The 
cheek has a few wispy slide marks from its short stint in circulation. 

808 1894-S MS64 NGC. Deeply toned, but not oppressively so. A 
Choice Uncirculated example of this slightly scarcer, mintmarked 
early Barber Quarter. 

809 1894-S MS64 NGC. Bright and untoned with a bold strike. The S 
mintmark is punched far to the right over the D of DOLLAR. A cou¬ 
ple of noticeable contact marks are seen on Liberty’s cheek and 
neck. 

810 1895—Scratched—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, peripheral 
green-gray patina, a vertical pinscratch across the profile provides a 
distraction; 1910—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, 
nicely retoned with speckles of aqua and gold color, the reverse has 
an original and attractive appearance; and a 1908-0—Scratched— 
ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, a vertical pinscratch on the cheek, 
well struck and lightly toned with extensive luster. (Total: 3 coins) 

811 1895-S AU58 ANACS. The bright, flashy luster is impressive and 
virtually complete. Lightly toned with an occasional hint of golden- 
brown color. The cheek has a whisper of rub, and a short pinscratch 
is in the field near the mouth.

829 1915-S AU55 ANACS. Nicely struck, with slight softness of detail 
only on the tail and arrow feathers.

830 1916-D MS61 ANACS. Light steel-blue and apricot patina. A lus¬ 
trous coin that has an exquisite reverse and a few trivial obverse 
abrasions.

1009 1834 Large Date, Large Letters—Cleaned—ANACS. AU 
Details, Net XF45. 0-101, R.L Both sides have been abrasively 
cleaned, and a short vertical scratch resides near Liberty’s throat. 
Sharply struck and untoned with abundant silvery luster. 

1010 1834 Large Date, Small Letters AUS5 ANACS. 0-108, R.2. Bold¬ 
ly struck except for the stars, which are uniformly flat. Liberty’s 
brow has light rub, but the abundant luster penetrates the reverse 
field. Relatively unabraded, but with a few scattered speckles of rus¬ 
set patina. 

1011 1834 Large Date, Small Letters MS65 NGC. 0-104, R.2. The bor¬ 
ders have rich apple-green patina, while the centers have lighter 
mauve color. The final two stars are not completely brought up, but 
the strike is otherwise superb, with seemingly all details of the hair 
tresses and plumage needle-sharp in definition. A couple of unim¬ 
portant abrasions do not reduce the eye appeal of this desirable Gem. 

1012 1835—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. 0-109, R.2. 
A wispy curved pinscratch on the neck and left obverse field 
explains the ANACS designation. Milky yellow-brown in color, 
with a couple of blushes of deeper russet patina. A few stars are not 
fully brought up, but the devices are generally sharp. 

1013 1836 AU58 ANACS. 0-113, R.2. The obverse has the die cracks (as 
made) of 0-113a, while the reverse die is perfect. The luster is pleas¬ 
ingly extensive, and the strike is very bold. Liberty’s brow and nose 
have a hint of rub, but the surfaces are relatively unabraded. 

1014 1836 50/00 XF40 ANACS. 0-116, R.3. The left half of a 0 is faint 
but legible to the left of the 5 in the denomination. Pale lemon and 
steel-blue in color, with a few tiny contact marks near star 9. The 
reverse is especially bold, and the mint luster is abundant for the 
grade. A scarce Guide Book variety. 


REEDED EDGE HALF DOLLARS 


1015 1837 AU50 ANACS. Breen-4732, normal C in AMERICA. Richly 
detailed, and with abundant luster. Both sides have faint slide marks 
from circulation, and there is a pinscratch in the field behind the 
neck of the eagle. A scarce short-lived type. 

1016 1838 XF40 ANACS. Breen-4734. Rose, steel-blue, and tan-brown 
colors. Splendidly detailed, but with a faintly granular surface. The 
reverse has a couple of interesting and parallel roller marks, as made. 
Scarce as a type, fsdfasfdf 

1017 1838—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Predominantly 
yellow-green in patina. A boldly detailed example that has faint hair¬ 
lines on the obverse and wisps of gray verdigris on the reverse. The 
fields have subdued but extensive luster. The borders have minor 
softness of strike. 

1018 1839—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Breen-4737, 
Large Letters Reverse. Free from hairlines, but the slate-gray sur¬ 
faces are faintly porous, and the abundant mint luster is subdued. A 
splendidly detailed specimen. 

SEATED HALF DOLLARS 


1019 1843-0 MS63 PCGS. With a mintage of 2.2 million pieces, the 
1843-0 is one of the few New Orleans No Motto halves that can 
occasionally be found in Mint State. This coin is sharply struck on 
the figure of Liberty and the eagle, with minor softness noted on sev¬ 
eral of the peripheral stars. The satiny surfaces are moderately toned 
on the obverse and reverse. An attractive example for the grade. 

1020 1854 Arrows AU50 ANACS. Bright luster glimmers at the borders 
and on the devices. The obverse field has a few minor abrasions, and 
Liberty’s breast has a noticeable planchet flaw, as made. Struck from 
heavily clashed dies. 

1021 1854-0 Arrows AU58 NGC. Sharply struck and carefully pre¬ 
served, this coin displays heavy patina over most of the obverse and 
in the upper half of the reverse side. 

1022 1854-0 Arrows MS63 NGC. Well struck on the reverse, several of 
the obverse stars are missing central details. The luster is somewhat 
subdued, this being the primary grade-limiting factor. As an identifi¬ 
er, a small die crack runs from the base of the rock through the 1 of 
the date. 

1023 1855-0 Arrows—Whizzed—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. A 
thoroughly whizzed example with pale apricot patina and a small 
scrape below the lowest olive leaf.

1024 1873 Arrows PR65 NGC. The lavender and maroon surfaces reveal 
iridescent electric-blue, sea-green, and violet hues when the coin is 
rotated under a light. A razor-sharp Gem that has discernible han¬ 
dling marks beneath the rich patina. Arrows and Motto proof Halves 
were only struck in 1873 and 1874. The 1873 issue is the scarcer of 
the two, with a scant production of 550 pieces. Decidedly rare as a 
Gem, and neither major service has graded an example above PR66. 
Population: 12 in 65, 4 finer (10/02). 

1025 1884 PR65 PCGS. The watery surfaces of this proof Gem are flashy 
and fully struck. There is iridescent reddish-orange patina near some 
of the edges.

1026 1892 AU58 ANACS. A brilliant and well struck coin that has a bold 
strike and generally clean surfaces. A faint curved pinscratch below 
the arrowheads is the only conceivable distraction. 

1027 1892 MS64 NGC. Popular as a first year issue, a well struck piece 
exhibiting soft argent patina and a bold strike on both sides. 

1028 1892-0 VF20 ANACS. The lavender fields complement the stone- 
gray devices. All legends are fully legible, and the reverse periphery 
has ample hints of mint luster.

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1029 1892-0—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The margins 
have abundant pale luster. Only very faintly hairlined, although a 
small abrasion is in the field near the mouth.

Due to its low mintage of 390,000 pieces, the 1892-0 is covet¬ 
ed in all grades. 

1030 1892-S VG10 ANACS. Rich lavender patina. The obverse border 
has a rim ding at 5 o’clock, but this is the only distraction. E 
PLUR1BUS UNUM is bold, while half of LIBERTY is legible. The 
mintage of just over 1 million pieces does not begin to account for 
the scarcity of this issue in all grades. 

1031 1893—Rim Filed, Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF40, a 
polished example with pearl-gray color that is glossy and hairlined; 
and an 1898-S—Whizzed—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF40, 
murky navy-blue and lavender patina, thoroughly whizzed but with 
only modest rub. (Total: 2 coins) 

1032 1893-0—Tooled, Polished—ANACS. VF Details, Net VG8. Blue- 
violet and chocolate-gray patina. The portrait is boldly hairlined, and 
the eagle’s plumage has been crudely ‘strengthened.’ LIBERTY and 
the arrow feathers have also been ‘improved.’

1033 1893-0 AU55 ANACS. An untoned example with bright luster that 
is virtually complete. The eagle’s right (facing) shoulder has a some¬ 
what soft strike.

Struck from 
heavily clashed dies. 

1034 1894-0—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. A well 
struck, lightly toned, and bright example that has unnaturally 
prooflike fields. Faint abrasions are noted in the field near the arrow¬ 
heads. The cheek is free from the slightest rub. 

1035 1895-0—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. The laven¬ 
der and orange-gold patina is of uncertain origin. The obverse is 
hairlined, while the reverse is well preserved. Well struck, and with¬ 
out rub or relevant contact marks. 

1036 1896-S VF35 ANACS. Nicely detailed for the grade, and with rich 
slate-gray and lilac patina. The reverse rim has a contact mark above 
the U in UNITED. A better date that, unlike the 1896-S Quarter, is 
much scarcer than the mintage suggests and quite underrated. 

1037 1899 XF45 ANACS. The deep maroon-brown patina is somewhat 
lighter on the devices. A richly detailed example that has hints of 
subdued luster in protected areas. 

1038 1899-S AU55 ANACS. The luster is intense at the borders, and it 
penetrates slightly into the field. Richly detailed and only lightly 
abraded. A scarce issue in AU and higher grades. 

1039 1900 AU58 ANACS. A lustrous, sharply struck, and impressively 
preserved example. Liberty’s cheek has only a whisper of rub A 
lovely Borderline Uncirculated type coin. 

1040 1900 MS61 NGC. Pale gold in color, with a good strike. There is a 
patch of brown patination at the upper right reverse border. Very 
good overall eye appeal. 

1041 1900-S XF45 ANACS. Deep mauve patina. A richly detailed exam¬ 
ple that offers peripheral glimmers of luster. The surfaces have only 
faint slide marks from circulation. Conditionally scarce, as are most 
Barber Half issues. 

1042 1903—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Not 
particularly hairlined or abraded, but the slate-gray surfaces have 
subdued luster.

1047 1907 AU55 ANACS. The maroon and green-gold patina is especial¬ 
ly rich on the reverse. Richly detailed with abundant luster and a few 
miniscule obverse contact marks. The rim has a small ding above the 
D in UNITED. 

1048 1909 MS65 ICG. With sharply impressed features and only a cou¬ 
ple of tiny abrasions, this frosty textured coin is earmarked for inclu¬ 
sion in a Gem quality type set. Soft gray patina confirms the origi¬ 
nality of this P-mint example. 

1049 1912-D AU55 ANACS. Light wear on the highpoints with untoned 
surfaces. 

1050 1913-D AU55 ANACS. Blushes of attractive apricot patina grace 
this relatively unblemished example. The margins have ample bright 
luster. The upper reverse has tiny raised pebbles (as made) that 
appear to be from die rust. 

1051 1914 AU58 ANACS. A well struck and lightly toned representative 
that has rich luster at the borders. The reverse has a few wispy ver¬ 
tical slide marks. A low mintage issue. 

1052 1915 XF40 ANACS. The borders have medium green-gray patina, 
while the centers are somewhat lighter in color. The eagle has a pair 
of faint curved pinscratches, with the surfaces otherwise problem- 
free. A low mintage issue that becomes very elusive in better circu¬ 
lated grades. 

1053 1915-D MS65 NGC. Well struck excepting the juncture of the 
eagle’s right wing and the shield on the reverse. Bright, satiny luster 
and a near absence of surface abrasions.

Light gold patina, with a few speckles of 
russet color near 3 o’clock on the obverse. A lustrous representative 
that has a good strike and attractive surfaces. 

1108 1937-S MS63 ANACS. Lightly toned and lustrous with beautifully 
preserved fields. Nicely struck in the centers. The upper rock that 
supports the eagle has a scrape. Liberty’s extended arm appears to 
touch a rather sizeable planchet flaw, as made. 

1109 1938 MS63 ANACS. A brilliant and flashy Half Dollar that has a 
bold strike and only the faintest slide marks in the right obverse 
field.

The obverse is mostly brilliant, while the 
reverse has hints of apricot-gold color. A lustrous Gem with an 
impressive strike and beautifully preserved surfaces. 

1112 1938-D AU53 ANACS. Dusky yellow-gold patina. The cartwheel 
luster is bright and not far from complete. A short pinscratch below 
the L in LIBERTY is the only remotely mentionable distraction. A 
popular low mintage issue. 

1113 1939 MS66 PCGS. The eagle’s body has faint powder blue color, 
while the remainder of the coin is bathed in rich gold patina. A lus¬ 
trous and well struck Gem with immaculate surfaces. 

1114 1939-D MS64 ANACS, well struck, lightly toned, and lustrous, the 
reverse is exquisitely preserved; and a 1940-S MS64 ANACS, a lus¬ 
trous pearl-gray near-Gem, typically struck but with virtually pris¬ 
tine surfaces. (Total: 2 coins) 

1115 1939-S MS65 PCGS. A lustrous Gem that has light lilac patina and 
gorgeously preserved surfaces. Well struck for an S-mint issue, with 
clear head details and essentially complete skirt lines. 

1116 1939-S MS65 PCGS. Brilliant with creamy luster, there are a few 
small ticks in the right obverse field. The overall appearance is very 
desirable.

1166 1937 PR65 NGC. A clean, white Gem example with deeply mir¬ 
rored fields on this nicely preserved, lower mintage proof issue. 

1167 1938 PR65 PCGS. Deeply mirrored fields on this white Proof Walk¬ 
ing Liberty Half Dollar. 

1168 1939 PR65 PCGS. Brilliant and well mirrored with no noticeable 
defects on this untoned Gem. 

1169 1940 PR66 PCGS. An extremely reflective, brilliant Gem that is 
untoned with strong details. 

1170 1940 PR67 PCGS. The obverse border has lovely golden-brown 
patina, while the reverse has wispy yellow-green color. An exquis¬ 
itely struck Superb Gem with immaculate surfaces. 

1171 1941 PR66 PCGS. A very beautiful, deeply mirrored proof coin that 
is white and void of any toning. 

1172 1942 PR65 PCGS. A mirrored World War II proof issue that is bril¬ 
liant and without any toning.

1173 1948 MS65 Full Bell Lines NGC. Light yellow-gold color domi¬ 
nated, but wisps of powder-blue and green-gray color also visit the 
surfaces. A highly lustrous Gem with a good strike. The fields are 
well preserved. 

1174 1948-D MS64 NGC, six examples, all are lustrous near-Gems with 
light to medium yellow-green and lavender patina. Most are sharply 
struck and come very close to the Full Bell Lines designation. A few 
minor luster grazes are not obtrusive for the grade. (Total: 6 coins) 

1175 1948-D MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Well detailed overall, a mod¬ 
erate coating of natural patina graces each side. Gem quality 
throughout. 

1176 1948-D MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Sharp bell lines and bright, 
glistening luster dominate each side of this first year issue. A couple 
of shallow contact marks are noted on the primary reverse device. 

1177 1949 MS64 Full Bell Lines PCGS, lightly toned and highly lustrous 
with a bold strike; 1955 MS64 Full Bell Lines PCGS, nicely struck 
and lustrous with clean fields, Franklin has so-called “Bugs Bunny” 
teeth as struck due to clashed dies; and a 1961-D MS64 Full Bell 
Lines PCGS, brilliant and lustrous with a good strike and attractive 
surfaces, the obverse field has heavy die polish lines, as made.

1178 1949 MS66 Full Bell Lines PCGS. The obverse has vivid golden- 
brown and aqua patina, while the reverse has mauve and gold colors. 
Luster blasts through the rich patina. A boldly struck and carefully 
preserved Gem. None have been graded higher by PCGS. 

1179 1949-D MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. The obverse has splendidly 
variegated golden-brown and yellow-green patina, while the reverse 
has creamy dove-gray color. A lustrous Gem that is well struck and 
impressively preserved. 

1180 1949-S MS65 PCGS. The obverse border has pleasing golden- 
brown patina. A highly lustrous Gem with seemingly pristine fields 
and a good strike. 


1181 1949-S MS65 PCGS. The deep green-gray and golden-brown pati¬ 
na cannot deny the rich cartwheel luster. A nicely struck Gem that 
has an especially immaculate reverse. 

1182 1949-S MS65 NGC. Brilliant and lustrous with a typical strike and 
a well preserved obverse. The reverse field is also very clean, while 
the bell has a few wispy abrasions. Long regarded as the key date in 
the series, at least until higher Mint State grades are attained. 

1183 1949-S MS66 PCGS. Densely dappled with aqua, copper-gold, and 
mauve-lilac patina. Highly lustrous as well, and with a sharp strike 
that approaches the Full Bands designation. The obverse is exquis¬ 
itely preserved. Long regarded as a key date to the series, as is Dime 
of the same mint and year. 

1184 1950 MS63 Full Bell Lines ANACS, sharply struck and lustrous 
with pleasing surfaces; 1950-D MS64 Full Bell Lines ANACS, 
bold, beautiful, and flashy; 1951-S MS65 ANACS, RPM-1, the 
mintmark is faintly repunched northwest, light gold color, typically 
struck but carefully preserved; and a 1952-S MS64 ANACS, nicely 
struck with clean surfaces and variegated gray-gold patina. All four 
coins are lustrous. (Total: 4 coins) 

1185 1950 MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. A lightly toned and lustrous 
Gem that has beautifully preserved fields. Sharply struck and attrac¬ 
tive. 

1186 1951 MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. A mottled array of antique-gold¬ 
en and lime-green colorations decorates the obverse, the reverse is 
a pale gray-green color. A fully original, sharply defined Franklin 
half dollar. 

1187 1951-D MS65 NGC. The obverse has light blushes of apricot pati¬ 
na, and a faint fingerprint below the date. A lustrous Gem with a 
good strike and well preserved fields. 

1188 1952 MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Mottled russet and gray toning 
blankets the obverse. The reverse is an even gray color with one 
mentionable black spot between the RI of AMERICA. 

1189 1952-D MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. The obverse has speckles of 
copper-gold color at the borders, while the centers have deep lilac 
patina. A lustrous Gem that has an impressive strike and well pre¬ 
served fields. A minor reeding mark in the upper left comer of the 
bell is the only conceivable distraction. 

1190 1952-S MS65 PCGS. The margins are sprinkled with lovely russet 
and golden-brown patina. A lustrous Gem with magnificent surfaces 
and a reasonable strike. 

1191 1952-S MS64 Full Bell Lines PCGS. A lustrous near-Gem that has 
dusky silver-gray and steel-blue patina. Sharply struck and gor¬ 
geously preserved. 

1192 1952-S MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. The obverse is drenched in 
rich golden-brown and apple-green colors, while the reverse has a 
blush of lavender patina in the centers. Mint luster penetrates the 
deep toning, and the devices are sharply struck. The obverse is beau¬ 
tifully preserved. 

1193 1953-D MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Original speckled tan and 
russet patina congregates on each side. A lustrous and boldly struck 
Gem that has refreshingly clean surfaces. 

1194 1953-D MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Hints of golden-brown color 
visit the otherwise brilliant surfaces. A highly lustrous Gem that has 
a good strike and impressive preservation. 

1195 1953-D MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. A brilliant and lustrous Gem 
that has exquisitely preserved surfaces. Sharply struck aside from 
the mintmark. An impressive representative of the type. 

1196 1954 MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS, speckled steel-gray patina 
shows on each side; 1958-D MS66 Full Bell Lines PCGS, pretty 
multicolored mint set toning shows overall; and a 1963-D MS64 
Full Bell Lines PCGS, fully brilliant with an extremely fresh 
appearance. (Total: 3 coins) 

1197 1954-D MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Fully lustrous with a hint of 
natural patination on the obverse. 
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1198 1954-D MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. A lightly toned and lustrous 
Gem that is well struck and has lovely surfaces. A tiny contact mark 
below TE in UNITED is of little importance. 

1199 1954-S MS65 PCGS. Silver-gray patina dominates the obverse, 
while the reverse is consumed with blushes of lemon-gold color. 
Lustrous with a reasonable strike and magnificently preserved sur¬ 
faces. 

1200 1954-S MS65 PCGS, two coins, both have light gold and lilac color, 
and are lustrous and nicely struck with immaculate surfaces. (Total: 
2 coins) 

1201 1954-S MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. A lustrous Gem that has a 
bold strike and creamy tan and lilac patina. Beautifully preserved, 
and scarcer at this level than the mintage of nearly 5 million pieces 
would indicate. 

1202 1956 MS65 PCGS. Deeply variegated coffee-gold, apple-green, and 
cobalt-blue patina. Lustrous despite the rich patina. The rim has a 
small distraction above ER in LIBERTY. 

1203 1957 MS66 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Deep apple-green, lavender, and 
golden-brown patina. The fields are essentially pristine, and the 
strike is very good. A lustrous and imposing Gem. 

1204 1957 MS66 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Smoky gray, antique-golden, 
and sea-green toning covers all surfaces. Good definition to the 
details can be seen under close examination. Original and very 
attractive. 

1205 1958 MS66 ANACS, gorgeous copper-gold, lime-green, and lilac 
patina, a lustrous Gem; 1959 MS64 PCGS, typically struck but 
flashy and with immaculate fields; and a 1964 MS67 ICG, light yel¬ 
low-green patina, sharply struck and lustrous with clean surfaces. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

1206 1958 MS66 Full Bell Lines PCGS. A lustrous Gem that has deep 
sea-green, mauve, gold, and lilac patina. Well struck and attractive 
with exquisitely preserved fields. 

1207 1958-D MS66 Full Bell Lines PCGS. A lustrous Gem that has 
splendid yellow-green, orange-gold, and lilac patina. Well struck 
and with an especially immaculate reverse. 

1208 1958-D MS66 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Rich copper-red, lavender, 
and yellow-gold patina. A sharply struck Gem that has gorgeously 
preserved surfaces and attractive eye appeal. 

1209 1958-D MS66 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Rich luster penetrated the 
dusky lime-green, gold, and pearl-gray patina. Nicely struck and 
with essentially pristine surfaces. A splendid type coin. 

1210 1959-D MS65 Full Bell Lines NGC. A bright olive-green Gem that 
has whispers of mauve patina within the central devices. The sur¬ 
faces have flashy cartwheel luster, and the strike is exceptionally 
crisp. The obverse is especially immaculate. 

1211 1959-D MS65 Full Bell Lines NGC. The dusky yellow-green, 
orange-red, and mauve patina does not impact the powerful cart¬ 
wheel luster. Boldly struck and carefully preserved. The bell lines 
and the field below have numerous raised die cracks, as made. 

1212 1960 MS65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. A boldly struck and flashy Gem 
that has light gold patina on the portrait of Franklin. The fields are 
magnificently preserved. 

1213 1960-D MS64 Full Bell Lines PCGS. A lustrous and nicely struck 
near-Gem that has light yellow-green patina. A few wispy abrasions 
are appropriate for the grade. 

1214 1961 MS65 PCGS. A lightly toned and flashy Gem with pleasing 
fields and a good strike. The rim has a minor distraction below the 
R in TRUST. Untold Uncirculated rolls of this issue were melted 
circa 1980. 


1215 1962 MS65 NGC, two examples, both are lightly toned and highly 
lustrous with a reasonable strike and carefully preserved surfaces. 
While not a low mintage issue, a combination of poor storage and 
intermittent bullion melts have greatly reduced the supply of Gems. 
(Total: 2 coins) 


1216 1962-D MS65 PCGS. The reverse center has light streaks of laven¬ 
der color, while the lower reverse has blushes of apricot patina. A 
lustrous Gem that has a decent strike and beautifully preserved sur¬ 
faces. 

1217 1962-D MS65 PCGS. Bright and sharp, this one looks like it was 
just struck. A pristine, sparkling Gem. 

1218 1963-D MS65 PCGS. Peripheral speckles of tobacco-brown patina 
intrude upon the otherwise lilac-gray surfaces. Lustrous, nicely 
struck, and attractive. 

1219 1963-D MS65 Full Bell Lines NGC. A lustrous Gem that has a 
good strike and lovely dove-gray surfaces. An attractive representa¬ 
tive of the final year of issue.

1220 1951 PR66 Cameo PCGS. A brilliant and seemingly pristine exam¬ 
ple. The snowy devices have numerous wispy die polish lines, as 
made. A low mintage issue that is decidedly rare as a Gem with 
cameo contrast. Population: 34 in 66, 5 finer (10/02). 

1221 1953 PR67 NGC. A highly mirrored, no-contrast example exhibit¬ 
ing just a hint of subtle purple coloration about the border areas. 

1222 1954 PR66 Cameo PCGS. The flashy proof surfaces display deep 
mirrors and fine contrast. The obverse is essentially brilliant, while 
the reverse has a mixture of light-gold and iridescent lavender- 
orange tone. 

1223 1955 PR68 W NGC. A brilliant and razor-sharp Superb Gem that 
has unimprovable preservation. A glorious proof Franklin Half Dol¬ 
lar. Only three examples have been graded higher by NGC. 

1224 1955 PR67 Cameo PCGS. Heavily frosted, the sharp devices stand 
in marked contrast to the deeply mirrored fields. An untoned speci¬ 
men with no bothersome handling marks to report. 

1225 1955 PR67 Cameo PCGS. The obverse field has a wispy steel-blue 
color. A seemingly pristine Superb Gem that has impressive cameo 
contrast. The frosty devices have faint die polishing lines that are as 
struck. 

1226 1955 PR67 Cameo PCGS. This boldly contrasted Superb Gem is 
smooth from rim to rim. The otherwise untoned surfaces reveal 
some light, dappled patina near the lower right obverse and upper 
reverse borders. 

1227 1956 Type Two PR67 PCGS Cameo, seemingly bottomless mirrors 
are seen within the fields of this marvelous proof Gem, along with 
frosted cameo devices; 1962 PR67 PCGS, the dazzling surfaces of 
this fully struck proof Gem are essentially perfect; 1962 PR68 
Cameo NGC, the highly reflective surfaces display very deep mir¬ 
rors and notable cameo contrast; 1962 PR66 Deep Cameo NGC, 
the flashy mirrored fields and the fabulous contrast of this superb 
Gem are complemented by vivid russet, orange, and lavender toning 
around the borders; and a 1963 PR67 Cameo NGC, a great black 
and white example, with dazzling mirrors and wonderful cameo con¬ 
trast, there are traces of mottled patina near some of the borders. 

1228 1956 Type Two PR68 Cameo NGC. A brilliant and seemingly fully 
struck proof coin. The surfaces are both gorgeous and undisturbed. 

1229 1956 Type Two PR68 Cameo PCGS. Approaching perfection with 
a brilliant, untoned finish and a noticeable cameo contrast overall. 

1230 1956 Type Two PR66 Deep Cameo PCGS. A generous helping of 
frosting gives the devices well pronounced definition, set against 
fields like glass. There is no toning on this nice proof. 

1231 1956 Type Two PR68 Deep Cameo PCGS. An exquisite specimen 
striking of the Franklin Half Dollar, both the obverse and the reverse 
are essentially pristine with needle sharp definition. The untoned and 
starkly contrasted features are fully deserving of the Deep Cameo 
designation.

and a 1962 PR66 PCGS, a solitary freckle of golden-brown color, 
the reverse field has a pair of tiny planchet flaws, as made. (Total: 3

1234 1961 PR68 Cameo NGC. A razor-sharp proof Franklin Half that has 
pleasing white on black contrast and seemingly pristine surfaces. A 
few freckles of tan-gold patina further increase the eye appeal.

1235 1964 MS66 NGC, brilliant and flashy with a bold strike and clean 
surfaces; 1965 SMS MS66 Cameo NGC, well struck and very 
prooflike, nearly brilliant, a lintmark (as made) below the tail; and a 
1976-S Clad PR69 Deep Cameo NGC, a gorgeous and seemingly 
flawless example. (Total: 3 coins)

1236 1979-S Type One PR69 Deep Cameo PCGS, a great proof speci¬ 
men, with flashy deep mirrors and startling cameo contrast; and a 
1993-S Silver PR69 Deep Cameo PCGS, fabulous jet-black mir¬ 
rors and unbelievable cameo contrast provide this proof Gem with 
tremendous eye appeal. 

SMS KENNEDY HALF DOLLARS 


1237 1967 SMS MS68 Cameo NGC. A gorgeous specimen, the com¬ 
pletely untoned surfaces sparkle with glassy fields and superbly con¬ 
trasted devices. Seemingly flawless. Population: 23 in 68, none finer 
at either service. 

1238 1998-S SMS MS69 PCGS. A few freckles of tan-brown patina add 
to the appeal of this lustrous and well struck example. This special 
finish Kennedy Half Dollar was originally available only as a set 
with the 1998-S Robert F. Kennedy Silver Dollar. 

EARLY DOLLAR 


1239 1799 VG10 NGC. B-21, BB-169, R.2. The fields have deep lilac- 
brown patina, while the devices are lighter in color. The eagle’s 
shield has bold details for the grade, although most letters in E 
PLURIBUS UNUM have faded. A pinscratch behind the hair ribbon 
is the only distraction. 

SEATED DOLLARS 


1240 1840 XF40 PCGS. Medium lilac and steel-gray patina. Impressive¬ 
ly detailed, and with only a few unimportant abrasions in the fields. 
Only 61,005 pieces were struck for this scarce first-year issue. 

1241 1842 AU55 ANACS. A richly detailed specimen with light gold- 
gray patina and mildly prooflike surfaces. The fields have wispy 
slide marks, and a faint pinscratch is noted above the denomination. 

1242 1843 AU50 ANACS. A brilliant piece that has extensive prooflike 
luster and very little rub on the devices. The fields are moderately 
abraded, and the rims have a few minor contact marks. 

1243 1846-0—Scratched—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. This coin 
has a few pinscratches in the fields, but the details are bold for the 
assigned grade. 

1244 1859-0—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. Silver-gray 
color dominates, with some mottled patina on the reverse. LIBER¬ 
TY is fully legible but a few letters are faint. The eagle’s plumage is 
bold. 

1245 1859-S XF45 NGC. Toned in medium gray shades. Evenly worn 
and free of any mentionable defects, other than those normally asso¬ 
ciated with a coin in this grade. This is a scarce issue in any grade 
because of the low mintage of only 20,000 pieces. 


1246 1860-0—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. 

The borders have wisps of apricot patina. The surfaces are faintly 
hairlined and have several abrasions that are individually minor. 
LIBERTY is bold, and the eagle has rich details. 

1247 1860-0—Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF20. Rich 
maroon patina. A rather deep gouge below IT in UNITED is a dis¬ 
traction, and a curved scratch is noted behind the neck of the eagle. 
The devices have very little rub. 

1248 1860-0 XF45 ANACS. A lightly toned example that has rich details 
and bright peripheral luster. There are no individually heavy abra¬ 
sions. An affordable survivor of the Civil War. 

1249 1860-0 MS61 PCGS. There are light abrasions on each side, and a 
small dark spot beside Liberty’s right thumb, which do not prevent 
this coin from possessing a pleasing overall appearance. The reverse 
side displays lovely golden-orange toning around the borders. 

1250 1871 VF30 ANACS. Attractive dark golden-orange, russet, and 
olive patina covers most of the reasonably well preserved surfaces of 
this rather nice coin.

1251 1874-S MS62 NGC. Frosty and brilliant, with terrific luster. Light 
contact marks are evident on both sides, and there is a small brown 
spot on the lower obverse border. A very attractive coin overall.

One obverse and reverse, large S mintmark, the upper obverse rim 
has faint file marks, hairlined but richly detailed; and an 1878-S— 
Corroded, Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF40, 
the reverse has a few wispy hairlines, the obverse has a rough sur¬ 
face and a pair of scratches through the stars. (Total: 2 coins) 

1253 1877—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. A 
pinscratch appears to connect Liberty’s head with the olive branch, 
and the reverse has scratches above LL in DOLLAR and AM in 
AMERICA.

1254 1877 XF40 ANACS. A lightly abraded piece that has medium 
brown-gray patina and relatively sharp details. This coin would fit 
well into a circulated 18th Century type set. 

1255 1877 AU53 ANACS. Abundant hints of mint luster peer from 
beneath the deep lilac-gray patina. A nicely detailed coin and lightly 
abraded piece. The eagle’s breast has a speck of probable PVC 
residue. 

1256 1877 MS61 PCGS. The fields have rich silver-gray patina, while 
bright luster shimmers within and about the devices. The strike is 
reasonable, and the surfaces lack singularly objectionable abrasions. 
Although the 1877 is priced as a type, it is scarcer than most S-mint 
issues in the series. 

1257 1877-CC VF35 ANACS. Deep purple-gray in color, with a lighter 
patina on the devices where worn. A few unimportant rim dings, but 
the devices have abundant detail. A better date. 

1258 1877-S—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 15. Lavender 
and silver-gray color. A lightly hairlined example that has sharp leg¬ 
ends but moderate wear on the major devices. 

1259 1877-S—Cleaned—ANACS, XF Details, Net VF30, the obverse 
has a rim ding at 12 o’clock, the I in LIBERTY appears to have a 
punch mark; and an 1877-S—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net 
XF40, richly detailed but with cloudy and lightly hairlined surfaces, 
a contact mark in the field near the profile, the mintmark leans heav¬ 
ily left. (Total: 2 coins) 

1260 1877-S—Reverse Corroded—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. 
The reverse border at 3 o’clock has a small area of gray patina and 
slightly granular surface. The obverse field has numerous lesser 
abrasions. A well struck coin that has imposing cartwheel luster. 

1261 1877-S MS63 PCGS. Dusky apricot color. A well struck piece that 
has moderate luster and refreshingly clean surfaces. An original and 
attractive type coin. 
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1262 1878-S MS61 ANACS. Bright and lustrous, a fully white specimen 
that displays boldly struck devices. The fields are semi-reflective. 

PROOF TRADE DOLLARS 


1263 1880 PR64 PCGS. All 1,987 1880 Trade Dollars were struck as 
Proofs. May have subsequently been lost, damaged, or cleaned over 
the years. This is a remarkable survivor exhibiting a thick coating of 
original steel-gray and gunmetal-blue colorations. There sue no men- 
tionable post-striking deficiencies, only the depth of the toning lim¬ 
its the grade. 

1264 1880 PR65 Cameo NGC. Brilliant throughout, the fields show 
unfathomable depth of mirrored reflectivity and the devices are 
heavily frosted yielding a profound two-toned cameo effect on each 
side. Remarkable Gem quality with no reportable contact marks on 
either side, this coin is destined for a superb type collection.

1265 1878 8TF MS62 ANACS, rich golden-brown and navy-blue patina, 
well struck with good luster and clean fields; and a 1902-S AU50 
ANACS, the borders have splendid honey-gold color, the periph¬ 
eries have bright luster.

1266 1878 8TF MS63 ANACS. A well struck coin that has lustrous semi¬ 
prooflike fields. The margins have champagne-rose color. The cheek 
has pleasing eye appeal. 

1267 1878 8TF MS64 PCGS. Attractive orange and green iridescence 
appears amid the primarily dark-gray obverse color. The reverse is 
lightly toned.

1427 1883-0 MS65 Prooflike PCGS. A well struck Gem that has beauti¬ 
fully preserved surfaces and attractive reflectivity in the fields. The 
borders have a hint of gold patina. 

1428 1883-S—Tooled—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF40, there are a 
number of light marks on each side, but the overall appearance is 
good, with attractive light color and some prooflike qualities remain¬ 
ing in the fields; and a 1896-S—Scratched—ANACS, AU Details, 
Net XF45, the obverse is nearly white, while the reverse is an attrac¬ 
tive pale golden color, there are several long scratches in the right 
obverse, yet the specimen retains a decent amount of luster and the 
design features are virtually unworn. (Total; 2 coins) 

1429 1883-S AU50 ANACS. The remaining luster forms a bright band 
across the borders. A lightly circulated but otherwise problem-free 
example. A surprisingly elusive issue in better circulated grades. 

1430 1883-S AU53 ANACS. The borders and devices have abundant sil¬ 
very luster. Although the eagle’s breast has light rub, an absence of 
bothersome abrasions lends good eye appeal to this better date rep¬ 
resentative. 

1431 1883-S AU55 ANACS. Sharply struck and brilliant with a number 
of small abrasions scattered mostly on the obverse. 

1432 1883-S AU55 ANACS. Light green-gold patina makes an occasion¬ 
al visit to each side. The borders and wreath have dynamic luster, 
and the modestly abraded surfaces retain good eye appeal. 

1433 1883-S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. A glossy but 
relatively hairline-free example of this conditionally rare issue. Bril¬ 
liant and well struck with good luster and an especially unabraded 
reverse. 

1434 1883-S AU58 ANACS. Brilliant with semi-prooflike fields. 

1435 1883-S AU58 ANACS. The devices have only a whisper of rub, 
while the luster is essentially complete. The date and the rim direct¬ 
ly below have a couple of minor contact marks, while a small scrape 
is noted near the upper arrowheads. 

1436 1883-S MS61 ANACS. A nicely struck and lustrous coin with a hint 
of gold color at the borders. A small planchet flaw (as struck) is 
noted in the field above the arrowheads. Relatively clean for the 
grade. 

1437 1883-S MS64 NGC. Bright and lustrous with a few unimportant 
obverse abrasions. A respectable example of this semi-key date. 
Rarely seen finer. 

1438 1884 MS64 NGC, a silver-gray near-Gem with pleasing luster and 
a bold strike; 1886 MS64 NGC, beautifully preserved and brilliant, 
well struck; and an 1899-0 MS64 NGC, nicely struck and lustrous 
with an immaculate reverse. (Total: 3 coins) 

1439 1884 MS65 PCGS. A splendid and essentially brilliant Gem that has 
exquisite surfaces and imposing cartwheel luster. Well struck and 
impressive. A carefully hidden contact mark above the eye prevents 
an even higher designation. 

1440 1884-CC MS63 ANACS, a well struck, brilliant, and flashy exam¬ 
ple, immaculate aside from a few luster grazes on the cheek; and an 
1890-S MS62 ANACS, boldly struck and lightly toned with semi- 
prooflike fields, relatively clean for the grade. (Total: 2 coins) 

1441 1884-CC MS64 ANACS. The 18 in the date is lightly repunched, as 
is the first C in the mintmark. A lightly toned and impressive near- 
Gem that has a bold strike, semi-prooflike fields, and exquisite sur 
faces. 


1442 1884-CC MS64 ANACS. A well struck and lustrous near-Gem that 
has an immaculate reverse. Liberty’s ear and chin have faint roller 
marks, as made, and a faint fingerprint fragment is noted above the 
eagle’s head. 

1443 1884-CC MS64 ANACS. Frosty-white luster with bold details and 
a light luster graze at Liberty’s eye level. 

1444 1884-CC MS65 PCGS. The brilliant and fully lustrous surfaces are 
prooflike and radiant. 

1445 1884-CC MS66 ICG. A sharply struck, brilliant, and mildly 
prooflike Gem with immaculate surfaces and exceptional eye 
appeal. 

1446 1884-CC MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Well struck with 
highly reflective prooflike surfaces. The deep cameo contrast is 
exquisite. 

1447 1884-CC MS65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. VAM-7. The 18 in 
the date is recut at the bases, while the eagle is pebbled with die rust, 
as made. A needle-sharp Gem that has excellent cameo contrast and 
an immaculate obverse. 

1448 1884-CC MS65 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Sharply contrast¬ 
ing devices with reflective fields and well preserved surfaces. 

1449 1884-0 MS64 ANACS. VAM-6. Top 100 Variety. The mintmark is 
repunched, with curves of the original mintmark visible both within 
the loop and to the southwest. The borders have attractive yellow- 
gold color, and the flashy fields are mildly reflective. 

1450 1884-0 MS65 NGC. Lovely variegated ruby-red, gold, and powder- 
blue patina. A sharply struck near-Gem with impressive luster and 
immaculate surfaces. 

1451 1884-0 MS65 ICG. The obverse of this flashy Gem is lightly-toned, 
satiny, and lustrous. The reverse displays gorgeous sea-green and 
violet color over prooflike surfaces. 

1452 1884-S XF45 ANACS, a pleasing coin that has traces of mildly 
prooflike luster; 1896-0—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS, All 
Details, Net XF45, VAM-1 A, a pair of minor pinscratches between 
stars 5 and 6, not much rub on this attractive example; 1899-S— 
Scratched—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, a few faint pin- 
scratches behind the portrait, the luster is quite extensive; and a 
1900-S AU50 ANACS, deep silver-gray in color with abundant lus¬ 
ter and problem-free surfaces. (Total: 4 coins) 

1453 1884-S AU50 ANACS. This lightly toned example has a band of 
bright luster throughout the margins. Liberty has a small contact 
mark below her eye, but the surfaces are otherwise lack obtrusive 
abrasions. A conditionally elusive issue. 

1454 1884-S AU50 ANACS. A lightly circulated representative of this 
scarce issue. The russet and mauve patina is especially evident on 
the reverse. 

1455 1884-S AU50 ANACS. The borders have light gold patina, along 
with ample portions of the original mint luster. 

1456 1884-S AU53 ANACS. The peripheral dusky golden-brown patina 
improves the eye appeal of this moderately abraded and lightly cir¬ 
culated better date Dollar. The centers have very little rub, although 
the luster does not penetrate the exposed field. 

1457 1885 MS65 ICG. A well struck Gem that has spectacular obverse 
rainbow patina. The various hues include orange, green, yellow, and 
dark-olive. The reverse is well preserved and mainly untoned, with 
iridescent orange and lavender patina near some of the margins.

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1458 1885 MS64 Prooflike NGC, three examples, all have good strikes 
and mildly prooflike surfaces, the first coin is brilliant, the second 
has a faint fingerprint below the hair tresses, and the third near-Gem 
has a blush of rich copper-gold color along the left obverse periph¬ 
ery. (Total: 3 coins) 

1459 1885-CC MS60 ANACS. A bold Carson City Dollar that has mod¬ 
estly mirrored fields and bright yellow color at the margins. 
Although the devices are well struck, the cheek has numerous minor 
abrasions. 

1460 1885-CC MS61 ANACS. Fully struck with numerous small abra¬ 
sions on Liberty’s cheek, the surfaces are mostly brilliant with a light 
accent of golden-brown over the denticles. 

1461 1885-CC MS63 ANACS. Sharply struck and lustrous with gentle 
yellow-tan color. The reverse is gloriously preserved, while the 
obverse has a few unimportant luster grazes. 

1462 1885-CC MS63 ANACS. The satiny surfaces are flashy and lus¬ 
trous, and display yellow-gold iridescence at the obverse borders, 
with gorgeous mottled orange and russet patina over most of the 
reverse.

1483 1886 MS64 NGC. Another beautifully toned coin with the obverse 
having shades of blue, purple, and steel-gray. The reverse has shades 
of blue and purple around the rim, while the center is brilliant. 

1484 1886 MS64 NGC. The obverse surfaces of this near-Gem display 
rich orange, violet, olive-brown, and iridescent blue-green patina. 
The reverse is largely untoned and somewhat prooflike near the cen¬ 
ters, with dark russet-orange, violet and lavender color near the bor¬ 
ders and the upper devices. 

1485 1886 MS64 NGC. Another well struck near-Gem, with bronze, 
emerald-green, and reddish-orange patina covering the obverse.

1487 1886-0—Cleaned, Rim Filed—ANACS, Unc Details, Net AU50, 
rim filed to improve rim ding, coin has begun to tone; 1901— 
Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net AU50, surfaces bright and 
untoned; and an 1902-S—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net 
XF40, with periphery obverse toning. (Total: 3 coins) 

1488 1886-0 MS61 ANACS. The obverse center has dusky lilac and cop¬ 
per-gold color. A sharply struck example that has good luster and 
carefully preserved surfaces. 

1489 1886-S MS61 ANACS, sharply struck, bright, and flashy, the cheek 
has several luster grazes; and an 1887-S MS61 ANACS, boldly 
struck and essentially brilliant, the reverse is attractive while the 
obverse is moderately abraded. (Total: 2 coins) 

1490 1886-S MS62 ANACS. The champagne-gold patina is especially 
rich on the reverse. A lustrous and well struck example that has rel¬ 
atively clean surfaces for the grade. A contact mark on Liberty’s 
forehead and a wispy pinscratch above the eagle’s head are the only 
distractions.

ear is die doubled, brilliant with a decent strike and a couple of triv¬ 
ial contact marks on the rims. (Total: 2 coins) 

1493 1887 MS64 NGC. VAM-5. Top 100 Variety. The 87 in the date is 
clearly repunched. A boldly struck and flashy near-Gem that has a 
hint of gold color at the obverse border. The obverse is exquisitely 
preserved, and both sides have no shortage of eye appeal. 

1494 1887 MS64 NGC. A well struck near-Gem with frosty luster and 
attractive dark-orange and iridescent green toning near the lower 
right reverse border.

Doubled obverse 
stars. Sharply struck with attractive tan-gold color and some russet 
specks on the obverse, the reverse is untoned with frosty prooflike 
surfaces.

Well struck and flashy with a clean reverse 
and a few light luster grazes on the cheek. A few of the leaves are 
disconnected from the wreath, as made due to polished dies.

1529 1889 MS65 NGC. The borders have rich mauve and cobalt-blue 
patina, while the centers are untoned. A sharply struck Gem that has 
impressive luster and lovely surfaces. 

1530 1889-CC—Whizzed—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. Well 
detailed but obviously whizzed at one time. An affordable example 
of this scarce coin. 

1531 1889-0 MS63 PCGS. The serif of the 1 in the date is lightly recut. 
Sharply struck with an exquisite reverse and light gold patina in the 
centers. The fields are semi-prooflike. 

1532 1889-S AU53 ANACS, well struck with extensive luster, a few 
minor obverse reeding marks; 1889-S AU55 ANACS, sharply 
struck, the obverse is mildly prooflike; and a 1900-S AU53 ANACS, 
dusky slate-gray color, lustrous for the grade, slight softness of strike 
in the centers. (Total: 3 coins) 

1533 1889-S MS62 ANACS. The borders have lovely ruby-red and gold¬ 
en-brown patina. Well struck and lustrous with a beautifully pre¬ 
served reverse. The obverse has a faint fingerprint below the chin. 

1534 1889-S MS63 PCGS. An essentially brilliant representative with 
mildly prooflike fields and a bold strike. While the devices each 
have a relatively unimportant abrasion, the fields are exquisitely pre- 

1535 1889-S MS63 ANACS. The fields are clearly prooflike, although 
they are not designated as such on the ANACS insert. Well struck 
with attractive peripheral golden-brown patina. A dark hair has been 
harmlessly encapsulated above Liberty’s ear. 

1536 1889-S MS63 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. A uniform cham¬ 
pagne tone over reflective fields and frosty devices. 

1537 1889-S MS64 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. A boldly struck 
near-Gem that has wispy rose-gold color and nicely reflective fields. 
Carefully preserved with good eye appeal. An issue that is rarely 
encountered with Deep Mirror Prooflike surfaces. 

1538 1890 MS63 ANACS. This lovely representative is dominated by 
deep sea-green and lavender colors. Nicely struck and with an 
exceptionally preserved reverse. 

1539 1890 MS64 NGC. Deeply and originally toned in shades of gray and 
golden-rose with blue peripheral accents on the obverse. On the 
reverse, the toning is concentrated along the rim, leaving a white 
Eagle. 
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1540 1890 MS64 Prooflike NGC. Lovely lemon and rose-gold peripher¬ 
al colors. A well struck and flashy near-Gem that has exceptionally 
attractive surfaces. A surprisingly scarce issue with truly prooflike 
fields. 

1541 1890-CC—Scratched-Cleaned—ANACS, Fine Details, Net VG8, 

a light scratch on Liberty’s cheek and on the Eagle’s left wing; 1891- 
CC VG8 ANACS, nice color for the grade; and an 1891-CC Fine 
15 ANACS, with silver-gray surfaces. (Total: 3 coins) 

1542 1890-CC AU58 ANACS. The 90 in the date is lightly repunched 
south. The upper obverse has a hint of rose-gold color. A bright 
example that has extensive luster and a surprisingly clean cheek. 

1543 1890-CC MS61 ANACS. The 90 in the date is faintly repunched 
south. Lustrous with a crisp strike and pleasing surfaces. A light 
scrape across the chin is all that precludes a much higher grade. 

1544 1890-CC MS63 ANACS. Frosty and brilliant, with excellent sharp¬ 
ness in the centers and typically lustrous fields. 

1545 1890-0 MS63 ANACS, essentially brilliant, well struck and lus¬ 
trous, a small planchet flaw (as made) in the field near Liberty’s 
nose; and an 1891 MS63 ANACS, boldly struck with pleasing lus¬ 
ter and dusky champagne-rose patina, the fields are well preserved. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

1546 1890-0 MS64 Prooflike PCGS. The 9 in the date is lightly 
repunched north. A nicely struck and lustrous near-Gem that has 
wispy gray-gold patina. Beautifully-preserved, and with eye appeal 
that seemingly exceeds the assigned grade. 

1547 1890-S MS63 NGC. Bright and untoned, only the highpoints lack 
full definition. Still, a very popular Redfield Morgan Dollar. 

1548 1890-S MS64 NGC. A nicely struck and lustrous near-Gem that has 
wispy pearl-gray patina. The reverse is nearly pristine, and the 
obverse is also attractive for the grade. 

1549 1890-S MS64 ANACS. Wispy silver-gray color. A well struck near- 
Gem that has dazzling luster and impressively preserved surfaces. 

1550 1891-CC AU58 ANACS. Whispers of golden-brown color outline 
the legends and devices. Sharply struck with extensive luster and a 
few slide marks. The devices have only the faintest suggestion of 
rub. 

1551 1891-CC MS60 ANACS. VAM-3. Top 100 Variety. The popular 
“spitting eagle” variety. The borders have lovely tobacco-brown 
patina, and the surfaces are surprisingly unabraded. Boldly struck, 
but the luster lacks vitality. 

1552 1891-CC MS61 ANACS. VAM-3. Top 100 Variety. The peripheries 
have attractive tobacco-brown patina. Well struck and only lightly 
abraded. The obverse has good luster, while the reverse displays 
mildly reflective fields. 

1553 1891-CC MS62 ANACS. VAM-3 Top 100 Variety. Well struck and 
mildly prooflike with richly speckled peripheral golden-brown pati¬ 
na. The cheek has several luster grazes. 

1554 1891-CC MS62 ANACS. VAM-3. Top 100 Variety. Blushes of tan- 
gold color extend into the centers of this lustrous coin. The centers 
have minor softness of strike, and the cheek has a few trivial luster 
grazes. 

1555 1891-CC MS62 ANACS. VAM-3. Top 100 Variety. The fust C in 
the mintmark is lightly repunched directly north. Light gold patina 
adds eye appeal to the borders of this lustrous and nicely struck coin.

A 
nicely struck and lustrous piece with a carefully preserved reverse. 
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1558 1891-0 MS63 AN ACS. The obverse has outrageous yellow-green 
and rose-violet colors, while the well preserved reverse is nearly 
brilliant. Lustrous but with minor softness of strike in the centers. 
The cheek has faint abrasions. 

1559 1891-0 MS65 NGC. Lustrous with ring of reddish-golden periph¬ 
eral color and a typical strike at the centers. Very bright and appeal¬ 
ing, a conditionally scarce Morgan dollar. Neither major service has 
graded an example higher. 

1560 1892 MS62 ANACS. Lustrous and lightly toned with an exquisite 
reverse and a typical strike. The cheek and left obverse field have a 
few minor luster grazes. A scarcer Philadelphia issue. 

1561 1892 MS63 PCGS. Lightly toned and lustrous with a reasonable 
strike and a clean reverse. The cheek has a few unimportant luster 
grazes. 

1562 1892 MS63 ANACS. Deeply toned in lavender and copper-gold 
hues. Luster easily penetrates the rich patina, and the surfaces have 
a clean appearance. A decent strike further adds to the eye appeal. 

1563 1892-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. The 
lightly abraded surfaces of this attractive example have not been 
seriously damaged by cleaning, except for a wispy hairline near Lib¬ 
erty’s chin. Otherwise, the coin retains a very pleasing appearance, 
mostly white with some minor peripheral toning on the reverse. 

1564 1892-CC AUS5 ANACS. The borders have wisps of champagne- 
rose color. The luster extends into the fields, and the bold devices 
have barely a suggestion of rub. Problem-free and attractive for the 
grade. 

1565 1892-CC MS65 ANACS. A brilliant and exceptionally clean exam¬ 
ple of this scarcer Carson City dollar. The fields are bright and have 
a semi-reflective sheen, contrasting nicely against the heavily frost¬ 
ed devices. 

1566 1892-0 MS62 ANACS, the 2 in the date is repunched north, the 
obverse has medium mauve-gray color, the centers are typically 
struck, the reverse has attractive eye appeal; and an 1898-0 MS62 
ANACS, a hint of golden-brown patina, nicely struck, a gorgeous 
reverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

1567 1892-0 MS63 PCGS. The cheek has a blush of gold color. While 
the strike is not full in the centers, the flashy fields and surprisingly 
unabraded surfaces give this Morgan Dollar irrefutable eye appeal. 

1568 1892-0 MS63 ANACS. A lustrous piece that has lovely lemon-gold 
color at the borders. Typically struck in the centers, while the sur¬ 
faces are impressively preserved. The portrait has a faintly pebbled 
appearance, as made due to a lightly rusted obverse die. 

1569 1892-S—Scratched—AN ACS, XF Details, Net VF30, lavender in 
color with blushes of honey-brown patina, a trio of faint pinscratch- 
es behind the portrait; 1900-S—Scratched—ANACS, AU Details, 
Net XF45, speckled russet and gold peripheral patina, bold and lus¬ 
trous but with pinscratches on the cheek and in the left obverse field;

1570 1892-S XF45 ANACS. The low mintage (1.2 million pieces pro¬ 
duced) 1892-S is a difficult coin to locate above the XF 40 grade 
level. An even layer of steel-gray patina blankets the surfaces and

1571 1892-S XF45 NGC. Medium-gray with faint suggestions of luster 
about the devices. Scarce any finer. 

1572 1892-S XF45 ANACS. The margins have hints of apricot patina. A 
richly detailed piece that has abundant peripheral luster and no sin¬ 
gularly mentionable abrasions. 

1573 1893—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF4S. Doubled Stars. 
VAM-4. Top 100. The obverse is lightly cleaned, however the sur¬ 
face remains flashy and somewhat prooflike. The reverse displays 
gorgeous russet, orange, and golden patina.

1574 1893 AU50 ANACS. The centers have modest rub, while the bor¬ 
ders have shimmering luster.

A lightly toned specimen that has extensive 
bright luster and a few faint slide marks. Richly detailed and prob¬ 
lem-free. The production of Morgan Dollars dropped sharply in 
1893 due to the repeal of the Sherman Act.

The obverse has peripheral golden-brown and apple-green patina, 
while the reverse is relatively untoned. The surfaces have wispy 
slide marks, but the legends and devices have bright luster. 

A 
bright and mildly reflective example that has a bold strike and wispy 
slide marks from brief circulation. 1893 is the first Philadelphia 
issue with a mintage below 1 million pieces, and in fact is below 
400,000 pieces. 

1578 1893-CC—Scratched—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. The 
deep brown patina is lighter in the centers than at the margins. The 
right (facing) wing feathers have rich definition. Several aimless and 
deep pinscratches are noted in the lower left portion of the reverse. 

1579 1893-CC VF35 ANACS. A glossy representative that has deep 
lavender patina. A small scrape between I and B in PLURIBUS is 
only a trivial distraction. Most of the wing feathers are clear. One of 
the scarcest Carson City issues. 

1580 1893-CC—Rim Filed, Tooled, Whizzed—ANACS, AU Details, 
Net XF40. Despite the abuse this coin has taken, it still remains 
desirable with bright and reflective fields. Good value for the col¬ 
lector on a budget. 

1581 1893-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. The mar¬ 
gins have wisps of yellow-green color. A hairlined example that is 
somewhat softly struck in the centers. Liberty has a few minor abra¬ 
sions on her nose. A scarce and coveted Carson City issue. 

1582 1893-0—Rim Damaged—ANACS, VG Details, Net Good 4, the 

obverse rim has some minor contact marks near 12, 1, and 5 o’clock, 
rich wing feather detail persists; and an 1895-0—Cleaned— 
ANACS, VF Details, Net Fine 12, unnaturally bright and with 
many individually trivial contact marks, the obverse rim has a pair 
of dings near 3 o’clock. (Total: 2 coins) 

1583 1893-0—Scratched—ANACS, XF Details, Net VF20, deep 
green-gray patina, a pinscratch from the wreath through the tail 
feathers with another on the chin and neck of Liberty, neither is a 
major distraction; and an 1895-0—Cleaned—ANACS, XF 
Details, Net VF20, hints of subdued luster glimmer across protect¬ 
ed areas of the glossy orange-lavender surfaces. (Total: 2 coins) 

1584 1893-0—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net VF30, the coin 
shows evidence of cleaning, yet is not overly abraded, and retains a 
decent amount of luster; and a 1895-0—Cleaned—ANACS, XF 
Details, Net VF30, pale dove-gray in color, lightly spotted and 
marked throughout, but almost all of the original design details are 
unworn. (Total: 2 coins) 

1585 1893-0 XF45 ANACS. The obverse has a rich band of lemon-gold 
patina. The crevices of the devices are bathed in luster, and the cen¬ 
ters have little rub. The cheek has a few minor contact marks. 

1586 1894—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. Good Details, Net AG3. 
The lower half of the portrait has bright slide marks. All legends are 
fully legible, although a few peripheral letters are weak. The upper 
left reverse has a trio of short vertical pinscratches. One of the low¬ 
est mintages in the series. 

1587 1894 AU55 ANACS. The lower reverse has a blush of rich rose-gold 
patina, with the surfaces otherwise brilliant. The luster is bright and 
extensive, but cannot penetrate the exposed fields.

1588 1894-0 XF45 ANACS, lustrous, 1899-S XF45 ANACS, periphery 
toning on both sides; and an 1901-S—Cleaned—ANACS, AU

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1589 1894-S—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, the reverse 
has streaky tan-gold color, glossy and lightly hairlined but with 
abundant luster; and a 1901 XF45 ANACS, the borders have apple- 
green color, a few pinscratches near M in UNUM, a small contact 
mark on the chin. (Total: 2 coins) 

1590 1894-S AU50 ANACS. A lightly toned representative of this scarcer 
issue that has extensive luster and relatively unabraded surfaces. 
Attractive for the grade. 

1591 1894-S AU58 ANACS. Speckled yellow-green patina clings to the 
borders. The cartwheel luster is only slightly subdued in the open 
fields.

1598 1896 MS65 NGC, dusky gray-gold patina, well struck and lustrous 
with gorgeous surfaces; and a 1901-0 MS65 NGC, nicely struck 
and rndldly prooflike, nearly pristine aside from a small abrasion in 
the lower left obverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

1599 1896-0 AU50 ANACS. Uniform grey-golden toning with evenly 
circulated surfaces. A scratch on the cheek is noted for accuracy. 

1600 1896-0—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU53. The luster is 
complete, but is somewhat subdued in the exposed fields. Sharply 
struck and with an occasional freckle of tan patina. The reverse field 
has a small scrape above the olive leaves.

Luster glimmers at the margins and within the recesses of the 
designs. There is a bright pinscratch behind the cap, with the sur¬ 
faces otherwise attractive for the grade. 

1604 1897 MS65 NGC. Bright and lustrous with a dash of golden toning 
in the centers of both the obverse and reverse. 


1605 1897-0 AU58 NGC. Both sides have light yellow-gray patina. Not 
fully struck, but there is very little rub, and the luster is bright and 
essentially full. 1893 through 1897 New Orleans Silver Dollars are 
very scarce to rare in Mint State grades.

1614 1898-0 MS66 NGC. Frosty with light golden toning, especially evi¬ 
dent on the obverse. 

1615 1898-0 MS67 PCGS. The portrait has a hint of tan patina, with the 
surfaces otherwise brilliant. A needle-sharp Superb Gem that has 
flashy luster and nearly pristine preservation. Tied for the finest 
graded by PCGS. 

1616 1898-0 MS67 PCGS. Exceptional quality and preserved wonder¬ 
fully, this blazing white coin is frosty in nature with a minimum of 
marks. Population: 60 in 67, 0 finer (10/02). 

1617 1898-0 MS67 NGC. Clean surfaces that are brilliant due to a strong 
strike. Variegated colors have set in along the rims, especially the 
obverse. Population: 46 in 67, 0 finer (10/02). 

1618 1898-S MS62 ANACS. A lightly toned example that has a bold 
strike and mildly prooflike fields. The cheek has a faint luster graze, 
with the surfaces otherwise nicely preserved. 

1619 1898-S MS63 PCGS. The obverse has hints of brown color. A lus¬ 
trous and attractive coin with a small planchet flaw (as made) in the 
center of the eagle’s right (facing) wing. A conditionally scarce 
issue. 

1620 1898-S/S MS63 ANACS. The mintmark is clearly repunched direct¬ 
ly south. Lustrous and boldly struck with a blush of silver-gray color 
on the obverse.

A well struck, brilliant, and lustrous Morgan 
Dollar that has an immaculate reverse and numerous faint luster 
grazes on the obverse. A scarcer issue in Mint State. 

1628 1899-S MS65 PCGS. Exceptionally well struck with a smattering of 
scattered golden and purple peripheral colors. An unmolested, fully 
original survivor. 

1629 1900 MS65 NGC. A nicely struck Gem with pleasing luster and 
wispy yellow-gray patina. The reverse is not far from pristine, and 
the obverse also has impressive eye appeal. 

1630 1900 MS65 PCGS. A sharply struck and lustrous Gem with faint tan 
patina and exquisite preservation. A curly raised lintmark (as made, 
due to a fiber struck into the die) is noted on the hairline left of the 
ear of Liberty. 

1631 1900-S MS60 ANACS. Light gold patina visits the borders and 
devices. A cluster of faint slide marks below the chin is the only dis¬ 
traction.

This issue provides good 
value in the MS64 grade. 

1635 1900-S MS64 PCGS. Light gray patina overall with thick, underly¬ 
ing mint frost. Just a bit softly struck in the centers. 

1636 1900-S MS64 ANACS. Dusky golden-brown color. A well struck 
near-Gem that has good luster and immaculate fields. The devices 
have a couple of minor abrasions. 

1637 1900-S MS64 ANACS. A nicely struck and lustrous near-Gem that 
has attractive golden-brown patina. The reverse is magnificently 
preserved, and Liberty has a clean cheek. Liberty’s upper neck has a 
small contact mark.

1647 1902-S AU55 ANACS. The margins have golden-brown patina. 
While not fully struck, the cartwheel luster is not far from complete. 
The fields have minor luster grazes that are appropriate for the 
grade. 

1648 1902-S AU58 ANACS. The dusky gold color is generally limited to 
the borders. The luster is nearly complete, and the centers have little 
rub. A nicely preserved representative of this elusive lower mintage 
issue. 

1649 1902-S MS62 ANACS. Lovely pastel gold and powder-blue patina. 
Lustrous and well struck with impressive preservation. The lower 
half of the eagle has faint roller marks (as struck) and Liberty has a 
small planchet flaw (as made) near her jaw. The lower loop of the 2 
has a heavy die break, as struck. 

1650 1902-S MS63 PCGS. While not fully struck in the centers, this bril¬ 
liant, lustrous and clean-cheeked coin has lovely eye appeal. A 
scarce issue in all grades despite a mintage of 1.5 million pieces. 

A brilliant and lustrous near-Gem that has a 
good strike and a hint of reflectivity in the reverse field. The cheek¬ 
bone has a wispy luster graze, with the surfaces elsewhere pleasing.

A well struck and flashy Gem that has exceptionally preserved sur¬ 
faces and good eye appeal.

Attractive and bright 
luster glimmers from the devices and legends. The lack of mention- 
able abrasions adds to the eye appeal. A scarce low mintage issue. 

1658 1903-S—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF4S. A pin 
scratch resides in the field below the chin of Liberty, with a second 
pinscratch in the field below her hair tresses. A band of luster con¬ 
nects the peripheral legends and stars.

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1751 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS65 NGC. A lustrous, well 
struck Gem with good color and a satin finish. 

1752 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS65 PCGS. A richly col¬ 
ored Gem identifiable by a tiny dark spot on McKinley’s coat lapel. 

1753 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS66 NGC. A superb, near¬ 
flawless example that has natural yellow-gold color and no alloy 
spots or noticeable abrasions.

1760 1849 Open Wreath MS63 NGC. A seemingly undergraded survivor 
of this popular issue, both sides are awash in yellow-gold coloration. 
The surfaces are sharply struck and remarkably abrasion-free, yet 
slightly lacking in the luster category. 

1761 1851-C XF45 ANACS. A moderately circulated example of this 
somewhat “common” Charlotte mint gold Dollar that is lightly 
marked. 

1762 1851-0 AU50 ANACS. A popular New Orleans issue with yellow- 
gold flash and a minimum of abrasions. 

1763 1851-0 AU58 ANACS. Almost blemish-free and with a high degree 
of remaining luster. On the reverse, the second L in DOLLAR is 
weak. 

1764 1853—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. A nice gold 
Dollar showing signs of green-gold toning. 

1765 1853 AU55 ANACS. A lightly circulated, yellow-gold example, but 
the date is struck a little weak. 

1766 1853 AU58 ANACS. Well struck with golden-brown color and 
extensive luster. A small abrasion resides below the E in STATES, 
and the obverse rim has a trivial contact marie at 12 o’clock. 

1767 1853 AU58 ANACS. Great luster, color, and strike on this lightly 
circulated coin. 

1768 1853 AU58 PCGS. Beautiful red-gold is more concentrated in the 
center of the coin on both sides. Several die breaks in front of Lib¬ 
erty’s portrait and extending into the rim of the coin Plenty of lus¬ 
ter. 

1769 1854 Type One MS62 NGC. A lustrous and brilliant example that 
has very attractive surfaces for the grade. Struck from lightly clashed 
dies. 

1770 1854 Type Two—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. A 

yellow-gold, cleaned coin. 


1771 1855 MS61 NGC. Struck from heavily clashed dies, this coin has 
gorgeous golden-orange color and very good eye appeal, with lus¬ 
trous and frosted surfaces. 

1772 1856 Slanted 5—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net MS60. Still 

a flashy, yellow-gold specimen. 

1773 1857 AU58 ANACS. A lightly circulated yellow-gold example. 

1774 1861 XF40 ANACS. A coin whose only crime is to have entered 
commerce at the beginning of the Civil War. The coin still has a 
pleasing yellow-gold look to it. On the reverse, the O in DOLLAR 
is very weak. 

1775 1861 AU58 ANACS. Full luster and yellow-gold color on this bare¬ 
ly circulated example. 

1776 1861 MS64 PCGS. Well struck except for ST in STATES. The lus¬ 
trous surfaces are exceptionally clean for the grade. The dies are 
boldly clashed, and have close to a medal alignment. 

1777 1862 AU58 PCGS. A pleasing lemon-yellow coin with very light 
marks signifying its gently circulated condition. 

1778 1862 MS61 NGC. A very attractive yellow-gold coin with only a 
few scattered blemishes. 

1779 1887 MS66 PCGS. Highly lustrous with frosty surfaces and a clean 
strike, without any notable distractions. 

1780 1889 MS65 PCGS. Dazzling red-gold color and satin brilliance, for 
this high quality coin from the last year of issue. 

1781 1889 MS67 PCGS. A gorgeous Superb Gem that has a needle-sharp 
strike and virtually pristine surfaces. Potent luster embraces each 
side. The reverse periphery has a few lengthy and faint die cracks, as 
made. While the final issue of the Gold Dollar is not a rarity despite 
a low production of 28,950 pieces, few of the survivors can match 
the outstanding quality of this coin. 

CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLES 


1782 1836 Script 8—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net 
VF20. Head of 1835, Breen-6143, McCloskey-H, R.5. A very nice 
coin with a few problems. There is a scratch on the obverse that 
stretches from just below the first star and ends up at Liberty’s neck¬ 
line. The reverse has a minor impression directly above the Eagle’s 
beak. 

1783 1836 Block 8 MS61 NGC. Head of 1837, Breen-6144, McCloskey- 
C, R.3. A scarce type in Mint State, this piece shows the usual soft¬ 
ness of strike on the hair curls but the surfaces are remarkably clean 
for this grade. There remains a high amount of luster, and mirrored 
fields abound. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 


1784 1845 MS61 NGC. Cleanly struck with good luster, there are a few 
light blemishes on each side, and two small die cracks appear, as 
struck, near the lower reverse border. 

1785 1851 XF40 ANACS. Moderate circulation has graced this Quarter 
Eagle well. A little luster remains in the protected areas. 

1786 1851 MS62 NGC. Quite lustrous with a minimal number of surface 
disturbances. A noticeably weak strike on the reverse limits the 
grade. 

1787 1851-0 AU58 NGC. There is original luster remaining despite some 
circulation. Good detail and only lightly abraded.

Light wear shows, but luster remains in the 
protected areas. A few abrasions as expected with the most notice¬ 
able mark being a small dig on the Eagle’s shield. 

1790 1853 MS63 PCGS. A lustrous, yellow-gold example with a few 
hairlines in front of Liberty’s face. The reverse fields are very clean. 

1791 1853 MS64 NGC. Full, frosty luster with an orange hue are com¬ 
bined with a strong strike to give this coin very nice eye appeal. 

1792 1868-S AU55 PCGS. The yellow-gold surfaces display much origi¬ 
nal Mint luster and numerous small, scattered abrasions. Only 
34,000 pieces were minted, and this issue is quite difficult to locate 
in higher grades. 

1793 1871 MS62 NGC. It has been quite some time since we have offered 
a ‘71 Quarter Eagle in Mint State, let alone an MS62! This is a lus¬ 
trous piece with a good strike and minimal abrasions for the grade. 
Only 5,320 business strikes were coined in 1871 and few survive 
today this nice. Population: 3 in 62, only 5 are finer. 

1794 1872-S AU53 PCGS. A nicely struck representative that has hints of 
golden-brown patina at the margins. Luster shimmers from protect¬ 
ed areas, and the surfaces lack any individually mentionable contact 
marks. Only 18,000 pieces were struck, and survivors are extremely 
scarce in AU and higher grades. 

1795 1873 Open 3 MS62 NGC. The more common of the two varieties 
of this year, this piece is exceptionally well struck and fully lustrous 
with just a few minor surface marks. 

1796 1873 Closed 3—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Rich 
honey gold color. Both sides are very lightly hairlined, and the abun¬ 
dant luster is somewhat subdued. There is a faint blue-gray toning 
streak above the coronet. 

1797 1873-S AU50 ANACS. A yellow-gold survivor of this low mintage 
(27,000 ) S-mint issue. Scarce to rare in all grades. This is a lightly 
worn coin with a couple of marks on each side. 

1798 1875-S AU58 NGC. The cleanly struck surfaces are lightly abraded 
throughout, yet remain satiny and lustrous, with a high degree of eye 
appeal. 

1799 1876 AU58 NGC. Lovely and original honey-gold color. Bright lus¬ 
ter glimmers from the borders and devices. The front leg of the eagle 
and the hair curls below the coronet are typically struck, however, 
the surfaces lack bothersome abrasions. Only 4,176 business strikes 
were issued. Population: 14 in 58, 7 finer (10/02). 

1800 1879 AU55 ANACS. Well struck aside from the right (facing) claw 
of the eagle. The borders have pleasing bright luster. The cheek is 
free from contact, and the fields are also attractive for the grade. 

1801 1879-S XF40 ANACS. The original golden-brown surfaces lack any 
bothersome abrasions. The eagle’s wing plumage has strong defini¬ 
tion. The reverse has a minor rim ding at 3 o’clock. Only 43,500 
pieces were struck, with few set aside by contemporary collectors. 

1802 1879-S AU53 PCGS. There is very little wear on either side of this 
sharply detailed example, and the number of abrasions is also 
uncommonly minimal for a circulated gold coin. The otherwise 
green-gold color brightens in shade at direct angles. 

1803 1887 MS60 NGC. An elusive date with only 6,282 business strikes. 
This coin has much luster and the fields display green-gold toning 
with a degree of reflectivity. The most noticeable abrasion is the 
small scuff above Liberty’s head. There is also a delicate scratch 
running from the nape of Liberty’s neck to between the 11th and 
12th stars. 

1804 1888 MS64 PCGS. A nicely struck near-Gem that has rich luster 
and attractive honey-gold color. The fields are beautifully preserved. 
Only 16,001 pieces were struck, and near-Gem survivors are rare. 
Population: 29 in 64, 5 finer (10/02). 

1805 1888 MS64 NGC. Lustrous with a minimum of marks. Fresh off the 
mint presses look for this scarce issue of only 16,098. 


1806 1891 MS63 NGC. Only 11,040 minted. Beautiful and mostly mark- 
free with an orange-gold sheen. Population: 18 in 63, 22 finer 
(10/02). 

1807 1895 MS64 NGC. Scarce with a miniscule issue of 6,1119. Orange- 
gold color with lots of luster and a strong strike. There is a lack of 
abrasions. A scarce, near-Gem coin. 

1808 1901 MS65 * NGC. The final 1 in the date is repunched at the base. 
A lustrous and razor-sharp Gem with nearly pristine surfaces, 
although the reverse rim has a tiny contact mark at 3 o’clock. A lint- 
mark (as made) reaches star 9, and a retained lamination (as struck) 
is noted within the hair curls on the neck. 

1809 1904 MS62 ANACS. Lustrous with bright, yellow-gold overtones. 

1810 1906 MS62 PCGS. There are a few small, well scattered abrasions 
on both sides of this lustrous gold-orange coin. 

1811 1907 AU58 ANACS. Yellow-gold luster and clean fields, with only 
a couple of marks on the reverse. 

INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 


1812 1908 XF40 ANACS. A nice example that saw circulation on its 
highpoints but has retained its eye-appeal. 

1813 1909 AU50 ANACS. Under close examination, a few marks do 
appear on both sides of this yellow-gold Quarter Eagle. 

1814 1909 AU58 ANACS. A well struck Quarter Eagle that has a sugges¬ 
tion of rub on the cheekbone of the Indian. The reverse field has a 
few wispy abrasions. A lustrous slider.

1815 1909 MS64 PCGS. Plenty of luster remains and there is a minimum 
of small abrasions. 

1816 1910 AU55 ANACS. A lightly circulated Indian Quarter Eagle that 
has nice, clean surfaces and still holds its luster. 

1817 1910 AU58 NGC. Somewhat lightly struck, but nevertheless a nice 
near Mint State specimen, possessing very good overall eye appeal. 
From the Ronald Bozarth Collection. 


1818 1912—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, light rub on the 
cheekbone, unnaturally prooflike from a wipe; and a 1913—Dam¬ 
aged—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, a cluster of small abrasions 
near star 6 and below the first U in UNUM. (Total: 2 coins) 

1819 1912 AU58 NGC. A nicely struck and attractive example that has 
only a hint of rub on the cheekbone of the Indian. A series that is 
widely collected by date and mintmark.

1820 1913 AU58 ANACS. A lightly circulated example with yellow-gold 
color and free from all but a few trivial abrasions. 

1821 1914 MS61 ANACS. A yellow-gold example with luster and only a 
few scattered marks. 


1822 1914-D AU55 ANACS. A yellow-gold specimen that still possesses 
decent luster. 

1823 1915 XF45 ANACS. A coin that has seen some circulation in its day 
before it came to rest in a collection, with some of its luster still 
remaining. Alas, the coin picked up a scratch in front of the Indi¬ 
an’s face during its travels. 

1824 1915—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Good color 
with a tiny amount of verdigris in the I of Liberty. 

1825 1915 AU58 PCGS. Seemingly conservatively-graded, this highly 
lustrous beauty is a nice example of its type. There are some light 
hairlines on the reverse.

1828 1925-DCleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. A bright, yel¬ 
low-gold coin minus the usual surface abrasions. 

1829 1925-D AU58 ANACS. An attractive representative that has deep 
lemon-gold color and the eye appeal of a higher grade. A wispy die 
crack (as struck) travels across the date.

1830 1926 MS61 ANACS. A nice, uncirculated yellow-gold Quarter 
Eagle with a touch of red on the reverse that has nice luster and very 
few marks to its credit.

1843 1857-S Good 6 ANACS. 1857 was the second year for the San Fran¬ 
cisco mint to strike Three Dollar Gold Pieces and in this year only 
14,000 were struck. A coin that displays honest wear, weakness in 
the date and miraculously survives into the 21st Century. Overall, a 
scarce and important coin despite its low grade. 

1844 1889 MS61 NGC. Bright and lustrous with flashy fields and light 
marks. 


CLASSIC HALF EAGLES 


1845 1835 MS62 NGC. Breen-6504, First Head, McCloskey 1-A, R.3. 
Well struck for the type, with only minor softness of detail on stars 
4 and 5. The cheek is refreshingly free from abrasions, and the lus¬ 
ter is bright and extensive. Classic Half Eagles are available in XF 
and even AU grades, but are notoriously elusive in Uncirculated 
condition. Population: 9 in 62, 22 finer (10/02). 


1846 1838 AU50 ANACS. Breen-6515, Small Arrows, Large 5, 
McCloskey 2-B, R.2. A well struck, circulated example with only a 
few abrasions on the obverse and reverse. Red-gold toning has 
begun to peek around the stars on the obverse. 

LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


1847 1840-0 Narrow Mill AU58 NGC. A near-Mint example of this pop¬ 
ular O-mint Half Eagle. Only 13-15 AU examples are believed 
known today in AU out of the original mintage of more than 40,000 
pieces. This piece has finely abraded surfaces with mint luster still 
surrounding the devices. Just a bit weakly struck in the centers. 

1848 1844-0—Scratched-Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. 

Though scratched and cleaned, at first glance this well-struck coin 
looks very nice, and could fill a Southern mint need in any collec¬ 
tion. 

1849 1848 MS61 NGC. Only occasionally available in Mint State condi¬ 
tion, the 1848 is a better date P-mint No Motto half eagle. Yet, it is 
surprisingly affordable for a coin with few pieces available. Sharply 
defined, the fully lustrous surfaces show a few small abrasions that 
are consistent with the grade. 

1850 1851 AU58 PCGS. The luster is bright and extensive, and the brow 
of Liberty has only the faintest hint of rub. Nicely struck and rela¬ 
tively unabraded. A completely unobtrusive pinscratch in the left 
obverse field is the only distraction. A scarce and seemingly under- 
appreciated issue in Borderline Uncirculated condition. Population: 
13 in 58, 22 finer (10/02). 

1851 1853 AU50 ANACS. Sharply struck throughout with a hint of red 
color mostly on the reverse. 

1852 1855 AU53 NGC. A lightly circulated example of this scarcer date 
in AU and above, with a scratch beginning on Liberty’s cheek and 
extending between the second and third star. 

1853 1873 Closed 3 MS60 NGC. The eagle’s neck and arrow feathers 
have a typical strike, but the luster is extensive and bright. The 
obverse field is lightly abraded. A scarce issue in AU condition, and 
decidedly rare as Uncirculated. Population. 14 in 60, 38 finer 
( 10 / 02 ). 

1854 1878-S AU53 NGC. This originally preserved example displays 
olive-gold color with an otherwise bold strike that wanes slightly 
over the central highpoints. Original mint luster is evident as the 
coin turns into the light, this despite light rub and some scattered 
abrasions. 

1855 1878-S MS61 NGC. Generally sharp in striking definition, this 
orange-gold example is remarkably free of sizeable abrasions for a 
Half Eagle at this grade level. Suitable for BU quality type purpos¬ 
es. 

1856 1879 XF45 ANACS. A nice yellow-gold coin for the grade with a 
swab of red-gold through the date. 

1857 1879-S XF45 ANACS. Mostly yellow-gold in appearance, both 
sides appear to have received an average strike for a Half Eagle from 
this era. Moderately abraded with some of the original finish still in 
evidence. 

1858 1879-S MS61 NGC. A boldly struck representative that has bright 
and extensive mint luster. The obverse field has a few minor abra¬ 
sions, but no more than is appropriate for the grade.

1864 1881 AU50 ANACS. Much luster remains on this lightly circulated 
gold-yellow coin. 

The first 8 in the date is lightly recut within the 
inner upper loop. A well struck near-Gem that has good luster and 
carefully preserved surfaces. The 1881 has the highest mintage any 
Half Eagle issue, but it is scarcer at this level of preservation than 
many subsequent dates in the series. 

1866 1881-S MS62 NGC. Shimmering fields with minor abrasions. 

1867 1882—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, red-gold toning 
and luster especially on the reverse; and a 1900 AU55 ANACS, 
plenty of luster remains on this lightly circulated example with lots 
of red-gold toning in the protected areas on both the obverse and 
reverse.

1868 1882 AU53 ANACS. Plenty of luster remains on this lightly circu¬ 
lated example.

1884 1895 MS62 ANACS. Well struck with bright luster and a few light 
marks on the reverse. 


1885 1895-S AU53 NGC. A lustrous coin with the usual amount of abra- 


1886 1896-S AU55 NGC. A nicely struck and original better date exam¬ 
ple. The peripheral luster is bright and extensive. A small scrape 
between stars 8 and 9 provides the only distraction. 

1887 1897 MS63 NGC. Sharply defined with rich orange-gold surfaces. 

1888 1898 MS63 NGC. A well struck Half Eagle that has abundant gold¬ 
en-brown luster and carefully preserved surfaces.

A lustrous gold coin with a reverse that has 
much red toning in the protected areas.

1905 1909 MS62 PCGS. Deep golden color with a slightly subdued 
appearance. 

1906 1909-D—Rim Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Two 

tiny rim nicks can be observed at 9 o’clock on the obverse. The coin 
still has yellow-gold luster and reflective fields. 
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1907 1909-D—Glue Residue - Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
XF40. Remnants of glue residue is observable mostly in the area of 
the uppermost headdress feathers. 

1908 1909-D AU55 ANACS. As expected, there is slight wear on the 
highpoints of this well struck coin with nice luster. 

1909 1909-D MS62 PCGS. Both sides have lovely honey-gold patina. 
The strike is needle-sharp, and the surfaces have bright shimmering 
luster.

1917 1911—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. A cleaned coin 
with the Eagle showing signs of toning. 

1918 1911 XF40 ANACS. A coin that saw circulation and has a black dot 
between the seventh and eighth stars on the obverse and two small 
black scuffs on the reverse. 

1919 1911 MS62 NGC. An original coin with nice luster and only a few 
surface marks. 

1920 1911 MS63 NGC. Rich honey-gold color dominates, with hints of 
steel-gray hues in selected areas. A nicely struck piece that does not 
have any bothersome abrasions. A solid contribution to a date or type 
collection. 

1921 1912 MS61 NGC. Good luster, but typically marked for the grade. 

1922 1912 MS63 NGC. Surfaces show much luster on this yellow-gold 
coin. There are very few abrasions scattered on both sides.

Just a hint of wear shows amid a cornucopia of 
tiny bagmarks. 

1926 1913 MS62 NGC. Fully lustrous but noticeably marked. 

1927 1913-S XF40 ANACS. A specimen with red-coin luster, especially 
on the obverse. The fields on the reverse have started to be encom¬ 
passed by a red-green patina. 

1928 1913-S AU53 NGC. Lustrous, well struck, and with yellow-gold 
surfaces. 

1929 1913-S AU55 NGC. Bright and with much luster that is tucked away 
among the devices. Predominantly red-gold in the protected areas 
with a green-gold look to the fields. 

1930 1913-S MS61 NGC. Bright, yellow-gold with only a few abrasions. 

1931 1914 AU50 ANACS. An attractive coin which retains its original 
luster and is free of abrasions except for the minute few 


1932 1914 AU53 ANACS. This lustrous and originally colored Half Eagle 
is free of distracting marks. 

1933 1914 MS64 NGC. Sharply defined and fully lustrous. The original 
yellow-gold color looks great with only a few abrasions. 

1934 1914 MS64 PCGS. Identical to previous lot. 

1935 1914-D MS61 NGC. Myriad tiny bagmarks serve to limit the grade. 

1936 1914-D MS63 PCGS. Pleasing orange-gold color with a few abra¬ 
sions and nice eye-appeal. 

1937 1915—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. A red-gold 
coin with a scratch on the obverse extending from the Y in LIBER¬ 
TY to the ninth star. 

1938 1915 MS64 NGC. Bright mint luster and sharply defined with nice 
orange-gold color. 

1939 1915-S AU55 NGC. A lustrous red-gold example with a heavy hair¬ 
line across the Indian’s cheek and extending into his headdress. 

1940 1916-S AU58 NGC. Lightly abraded overall, both sides exhibit 
honey-gold coloration. 

1941 1916-S AU58 NGC. Bright, lightly circulated, red-gold coin in the 
protected areas and olive-green in the fields. 

1942 1916-S MS61 PCGS. A few charcoal spots pepper the obverse and 
reverse.

1943 1849 XF45 PCGS. A modestly circulated piece with even color and 
no distracting marks.

1945 1860 XF45 ANACS. Only 15,105 Eagles were struck in Philadel¬ 
phia in 1860. A scarcer date, particularly in higher grades. This coin 
is very sharply struck and still has much of its luster along with its 
reflective fields. 

1946 1878 MS61 NGC. A few too many abrasions for a higher grade. 
Still, nicely struck with orange-gold color. 

1947 1879-S AU55 NGC. Lustrous, with a few abrasions and trivial wear. 
The fields are very reflective. 

1948 1879-S AU55 NGC. A scarce issue in near-Mint condition and espe¬ 
cially in strictly Uncirculated grades. Attractive overall with good 
portions of remaining mint luster. 

1949 1879-S AU58 NGC. Lightly circulated example of this scarcer issue 
with plenty of luster and reflectivity in the fields. 

1950 1879-S MS61 NGC. A very scarce Mint State date in the series that 
displays bright luster and a sharp strike on this orange-gold example. 
A few abrasions are noted on both surfaces. 

1951 1881 AU50 ANACS. Rich luster outlines the legends and devices. 
Golden brown in color, and without any individually mentionable 
abrasions. Attractive for the grade. 

1952 1881 MS62 PCGS. A nice example for the grade with bright, satiny 
luster, and some pleasant yellow-golden patina. 

1953 1881-S MS62 NGC. Exceptionally nice for the grade, with good 
luster and eye appeal. (Total: 12 coins) 
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1954 1881-S MS62 NGC. A sharply struck and lustrous Eagle that has an 
unblemished portrait. The fields are lightly abraded. 

1955 1882—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. A sharply 
struck Eagle that has bright and lustrous surfaces. The obverse field 
is hairlined, while the reverse has an original appearance. 

1956 1882 MS62 NGC. Typically abraded, but showing frosty golden lus- 


1957 1882 MS63 NGC. Orange-gold with plenty of luster. A few too 
many abrasions for a higher grade. 

1958 1883 MS64 NGC. This fully lustrous, orange-gold example is well 
struck. There are some marks typical for the grade. A Condition 
Census survivor of a P-mint issue that is usually found in grades 
below the MS 63 level. NGC and PCGS combined report only eight 
coins in MS64, and there are none finer (10/02). 

1959 1884 MS61 NGC. The 1884 Eagle is anything but common in Mint 
State. Free of wear, the present example is extensively abraded, yet 
sharply defined with aesthetically pleasing reddish-gold coloration. 

1960 1884-S MS61 NGC. A scarce issue. Sharply struck with full luster. 
The surfaces are moderately abraded, but there are no significant 
abrasions. 

1961 1884-S MS62 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck. The reverse is beau¬ 
tifully preserved, while the obverse is pleasing despite a couple of 
minor abrasions. The mintmark leans heavily to the left. A condi¬ 
tionally rare issue. Population: 27 in 62, 2 finer (10/02). 

1962 1885 MS61 NGC. A well struck and lustrous example of this scarcer 
issue. The fields are moderately abraded, but there are no severe 
bagmarks. The NGC holder has a small piece broken off in the upper 
left comer. 

1963 1885 MS62 NGC. A well struck and mildly prooflike example of 
this scarce issue. While the fields have the expected minor abrasions, 
the eye appeal is irrefutable. 

1964 1886 AU58 NGC. A well struck Eagle that saw little circulation, and 
has only a few abrasions. The luster is bright with reflective fields. 

1965 1886-S MS63 NGC. Boldly struck and lustrous with a few light 
marks. Tied with 3 other pieces as the finest graded by NGC. 
Together NGC and PCGS 2 report only four finer (10/02). 

1966 1887-S MS62 NGC. Lightly marked and orange-gold color. Rim 
nick can be seen through holder at 9 o’clock. 

1967 1887-S MS62 PCGS. Small S mintmark. The borders have rich 
honey-gold color. A well struck and lustrous coin that has refresh¬ 
ingly clean surfaces. 

1968 1887-S MS63 NGC. Warm orange-gold color with nice luster and 
reflectivity. 

1969 1887-S MS63 NGC. Orange-gold Eagle with lots of luster and usual 
abrasions for the grade. 

1970 1887-S MS63 NGC. Lustrous with orange-gold color. Usual marks 
for the grade. 

1971 1887-S MS63 NGC. Strong strike with plenty of luster. The surfaces 
of this Eagle depict a high degree of reflectivity. 

1972 1887-S MS63 NGC. Much luster and reflective fields combine to 
make this coin a good choice for the grade.

1973 1889-S AU50 ANACS. A golden-brown Eagle that has abundant 
peripheral luster and an absence of relevant abrasions. Both sides 
have wispy slide marks from circulation. 

1974 1890-CC AU58 PCGS. The borders have pleasing bright luster. 
Well struck except for Liberty’s ear. The surfaces are refreshingly 
unabraded, and have excellent eye appeal. Much scarcer than the 
1891-CC issue, as only 53,800 pieces were struck. 

1975 1892-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. A tan-gold 
piece with ample peripheral luster and bold details. The fields are 
hairlined and unnaturally prooflike. Only 40,000 pieces were struck 
of this Carson City issue. 

1976 1892-0 MS61 NGC. A sharply struck piece that has abundant lus¬ 
ter. A contact mark near the bust truncation is the sole distraction. 
The 1892-0 is one of the greatest conditional rarities among the later 
issues, as NGC has yet to grade a single example above MS62. 

1977 1893 AU50 ANACS. A coin with much luster and red-gold toning 
that clings to the periphery and devices. The fields are toned a very 
light green-gold. 

1978 1893 MS64 NGC. This golden-rose near-Gem is bright with ful¬ 
some mint luster that thins to modest brightness in the fields. 
Sharply struck throughout, there are a few small abrasions here and 
there, as well as a reverse spot in the field above the N in TEN. 

1979 1893-0 MS60 NGC. 1893-0 was the third year of issue for New 
Orleans Eagles at the reopened mint. Only 17,000 Eagles were 
coined, and this well struck and lustrous example has outstanding 
yellow-gold color with nice eye-appeal. 

1980 1893-0 MS61 NGC. A well struck piece that has abundant luster 
and original yellow-gold color. The obverse rim has a small contact 
mark at 9 o’clock, but the surfaces elsewhere are relatively clean for 
the grade, especially the portrait. Only 17,000 pieces were struck. 

1981 1894 MS60 ANACS. A yellow-gold uncirculated coin with numer¬ 
ous marks. 

1982 1894 MS62 PCGS. Well struck aside from the final two stars. Lus¬ 
trous with a relatively clean cheek, while the fields have several faint 
luster grazes. 

1983 1894 MS63 NGC. Mostly golden-rose in color, this coin is typical¬ 
ly well struck for a late date Liberty Ten from the Philadelphia Mint. 
The luster quality is above average for the grade, but there are too 
many small and moderate abrasions for a Choice designation. 

1984 1895 MS63 NGC. Lustrous with orange-gold color and a few 
marks that are consistent with the grade. 

1985 1895-0 MS62 NGC. Nice strike and luster. A minimum of abra¬ 
sions on the obverse. 

1986 1897 MS61 NGC. A flashy representative that has a few minor 
obverse luster grazes. The top of the 97 in the date is lightly 
repunched, a variety unlisted in Breen’s Encyclopedia. 

1987 1898 AU55 PCGS. A nice circulated coin with the slightest amount 
of wear and with a bag mark on the reverse at the right end of the 
ribbon. 

1988 1898 MS63 NGC. Well struck and lustrous with a few noticeable 
marks on both orange-gold surfaces. 

1989 1899 MS62 PCGS. A well struck coin with good luster and careful¬ 
ly preserved surfaces. A luster graze above the olive leaves precludes 
a higher designation. 

1990 1899 MS64 PCGS. A sharply struck near-Gem example with nice 
luster and orange-gold color. 

1991 1899 MS64 NGC. . A sharply struck near-Gem example with nice 
luster and attractive orange-gold surfaces. 

1992 1900 MS63 NGC. Lustrous, orange gold color with usual amount of 
abrasions for the grade. 
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1993 1900 MS64 NGC. Well struck and fully lustrous, with a few scat¬ 
tered marks on both sides. Attractive, orange-gold coin. 

1994 1900-S AU53 PCGS. Rich olive-green color, with ample luster and 
very little rub. A pinscratch in the left obverse field provides a minor 
distraction. A scarce low mintage issue. 

1995 1900-S AU53 PCGS. The borders have pleasing bright luster. A well 
struck and problem-free example of this scarce issue. Just 81,000 
pieces were struck. 

1996 1900-S AU55 NGC. A very scarce issue of only 81,000. Plenty of 
luster with expected number of abrasions for the grade. Orange-gold 
patination on both obverse and reverse toward the peripheries. Also, 
olive-gold color in the center on both surfaces. 

1997 1900-S MS61 PCGS. Bright orange-gold in color with pleasing lus¬ 
ter and a crisp strike. Lightly abraded but with good eye appeal. An 
issue that is at least a hundred times scarcer in Mint State than the 
often seen 1901-S. Population: 20 in 61, 36 finer (10/02). 

1998 1901-S VF30 ANACS. Golden-brown in color and without any 
mentionable abrasions. The wing feathers have a majority of details. 

1999 1902-S MS65 NGC. Strong strike, with lovely orange-gold color 
and flashy luster. A bare minimum of abrasions on the obverse 

2000 1903-S MS64 PCGS. Rich orange-golden patina and an above aver¬ 
age strike. A number of small abrasions have collected on each side. 

2001 1905-S AU58 NGC. Prooflike luster clings to the legends and 
devices. The fields are moderately abraded, but the devices have lit¬ 
tle if any rub. The lower reverse legends are strike doubled. A con¬ 
ditionally scarce issue. 

2002 1906 MS62 NGC. Subdued luster with a number of small contact 
marks. 

2003 1906-D MS64 PCGS. Well struck aside from the final star. A lus¬ 
trous and beautifully preserved near-Gem. The inaugural Eagle issue 
from the new Denver Mint. 

2004 1906-S AU58 NGC. This lustrous example just misses a Mint State 
designation. Scattered abrasions are present on each side. 

2005 1907 AU58 ANACS. Light yellow-green color. Problem-free for the 
grade, with extensive bright luster and relatively unabraded surfaces. 

2006 1907 MS63 ANACS. The orange-gold and steel-blue patina is 
attractive. A lustrous, well struck, and lightly abraded example of 
this often seen issue. Portions of the reverse legend, particularly OF, 
are possibly die doubled.

2007 1907 No Motto MS62 PCGS. A pleasing example of a well struck 
No Motto Eagle. A small pin scratch emanating from the cheek is 
noted for accuracy. 

2008 1908 Motto MS63 NGC. Lustrous overall, the obverse is quite 
clean. A few marks on the reverse limit the grade. 

2009 1908 Motto MS63 PCGS. An attractive, vibrant example with bold¬ 
ly lustrous surfaces. Minor weakness to the strike is all that separates 
this coin from those in a higher grade. 

2010 1909 AU55 ANACS. An attractive Choice AU coin that has flashy 
luster and only a whisper of rub. There is. a faint abrasion below stars 
3 and 4, and the rims have a couple of trivial contact marks. 

2011 1909 MS61 ANACS. A well struck and lustrous example with bright 
honey-gold color and carefully preserved fields. A couple of abra¬ 
sions on the cheek preclude a higher designation. 

2012 1909 MS63 NGC. Bright yellow-gold with a somewhat grainy 
appearance. 


2013 1909-S MS61 NGC. The coin is boldly struck and lustrous with 
very few blemishes. 


2014 1910 AU58 ANACS. A bright and lustrous example that has a cou¬ 
ple of unimportant abrasions in the upper left obverse field. The 
eagle’s head and the cheekbone have a hint of rub. 

2015 1910 MS61 ANACS. A bright deep yellow-gold patina for this lus¬ 
trous coin. The cheek of Liberty does have a hairline. 

2016 1910 MS63 PCGS. A lustrous and well struck example that has 
magnificently preserved surfaces. The obverse rim has a minor dis¬ 
traction near 3 o’clock. 

2017 1910 MS63 NGC. Well struck but typically marked for the grade. 

2018 1910 MS65 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck with clean surfaces. 
Population: 40 in 65, 12 finer (10/02). 

2019 1910-D MS62 NGC. A splendid Indian Eagle that has a bold strike, 
imposing luster, and well preserved fields. A faint speckle of navy- 
blue color is noted on a tail feather of the eagle. 

2020 1910-D MS63 NGC. Sharply defined with somewhat subdued lus¬ 
ter. 

2021 1910-D MS63 PCGS. Lustrous with a couple of small marks. 

2022 1910-S MS62 PCGS. Yellow-gold in color with a subtle rose patina 
within the headdress. A nicely struck representative that has good 
luster and a few minor abrasions on the reverse. Scarce and perhaps 
underappreciated in this grade. 

2023 1910-S MS63 PCGS. Brilliant, orange-gold example with copper 
peeking through on the reverse in the area of the mintmark and in the 
area of the Eagle’s eye. Population: 45 in 63, 18 finer (10/02). 

2024 1911 AU58 ANACS. A bright and lustrous lemon-gold coin with an 
immaculate obverse and a few minor abrasions on the reverse. The 
rim has a planchet flaw (as made) above the T in UNITED. 

2025 1911 MS63 PCGS. Appearing to be a higher grade with bright lus¬ 
ter and a good strike. One small mark is mentioned on the cheek. 

2026 1911 MS63 NGC. Deep golden surfaces with a typical mark count 
for the grade. 

2027 1911 MS64 PCGS. The surfaces of this orange-gold Eagle are vir¬ 
tually mark-free with impressive luster. 

2028 1911 MS64 NGC. A strong strike, pleasing original color, and plen¬ 
ty of luster with a minimum of abrasions. 

2029 1911 MS64 NGC. Yellow-gold beauty with plenty of luster. Only a 
handful of scattered marks on the entire coin. 

2030 1912—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Well struck and 
with little rub. The luster is not far from complete, but the bright sur¬ 
faces are somewhat glossy and have scattered minor abrasions. 

2031 1912 AU58 ANACS. The surfaces are relatively unabraded and have 
bright extensive luster. Liberty’s cheek and the eagle’s shoulder 
betray slight rub. A tiny speck of PVC residue separates IT in UNIT- 


2032 1912 AU58 ANACS. A bright and lustrous specimen that has a crisp 
strike and a clean appearance. A faint pinscratch in the field near the 
eagle’s back wing provides the sole distraction. 

2033 1912 MS60 NGC. A bright and flashy representative. The reverse 
has a few minor abrasions, and a small alloy spot (as made) is noted 
above the T in LIBERTY. 

2034 1912 MS63 PCGS. Well struck but slightly subdued. An affordable 
type coin. 

2035 1913 AU58 ANACS. A lustrous coin that has an attractive obverse. 
The centers have light rub, and the reverse field has an abrasion near 
8 o’clock. 

2036 1913 MS64 NGC. Sharply defined throughout with rich golden 
color and bright mint luster. Very close to Gem quality. 
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2037 1914 AU58 ANACS. A bright lemon-gold Indian Eagle that has 
pleasing luster. A few minor abrasions are evenly distributed. A 
slightly better date, perhaps due to a mintage of only 151,000 pieces. 

2038 1914 AU58 ANACS. A lovely and lustrous honey-gold example that 
has modest rub on the lower left portion of the eagle’s front wing. A 
tiny contact mark on the jaw of Liberty is the only remotely men- 
tionable abrasion. 

2039 1914 MS63 ANACS. A lustrous lemon-gold Indian Eagle that has a 
good strike and attractive eye appeal. The lower right reverse field 
has a pair of trivial luster grazes, with the surfaces otherwise immac¬ 
ulate. A better date in this grade. 

2040 1914-D AUS8 ANACS. A pleasing Borderline Uncirculated repre¬ 
sentative. Bright and lustrous with clean surfaces and only a whisper 
of rub. 

2041 1914-S MS63 NGC. Brilliant and lustrous, with beautiful rich color, 
and just a few trivial blemishes on the satiny surfaces. Cleanly struck 
and carefully preserved. 

2042 1915 AU50 ANACS. The legends and devices have ample sugges¬ 
tions of the original mint luster. The surfaces have faint slide marks 
from a short stint in circulation, but the devices have rich details. 

2043 1915 MS65 NGC. Satiny, lustrous surfaces with the absence of all 
but a couple of marks. A well struck, beautiful Gem. 1915 Gem 
Eagles are quite elusive. Population: 45 in 65, 7 finer (10/02). 

2044 1916-S MS63 PCGS. Well struck and very lustrous with a mini¬ 
mum of abrasions. 

2045 1926 MS62 ANACS. The centers have orange-gold color. A lustrous 
and boldly struck coin that has strong luster and a carefully pre¬ 
served obverse. A few speckles of dirt do not disturb the surfaces. 

2046 1926 MS64 PCGS. Rich swirls of honey-gold patina further 
increase the eye appeal of the lustrous and nicely preserved surfaces. 
A well struck and original near-Gem. 

2047 1926 MS65 NGC. A gorgeous Gem, with great luster on the beauti¬ 
ful golden-orange satin-finished surfaces. 

2048 1932 MS62 PCGS. A lovely example that has rich orange-gold 
color and flashy luster. The surfaces are carefully preserved. The 
1932 has the largest mintage of any Eagle issue, and is the only 
affordable gold issue of any denomination from the 1930s. 

2049 1932 MS62 PCGS. A nice looking coin with bright luster and a cou¬ 
ple of tiny hairlines on the Indian’s chin and cheek. 

LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 


2050 1851 XF45 NGC. Circulated with the usual amount of abrasions and 
a rim nick at 9 o’clock on the obverse. 

2051 1856-S XF45 NGC. A few bagmarks are scattered over the surfaces, 
but much mint luster remains especially on the reverse. 

2052 1861—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Bright luster 
glimmers from protected areas, and the devices have very little rub. 
The reverse field is lightly hairlined, and a wispy pinscratch crosses 
the bust truncation. 

2053 1870-S—Rim Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Mod 
erately abraded throughout, yet the coin has very good eye appeal, 
with bright, lustrous surfaces and little wear, if any. 

2054 1873 Open 3—Damaged—ANACS. line Details, Net AU50. A 
curved and relatively deep abrasion in the upper left obverse field 
explains the ANACS designation. A richly detailed example that has 
some luster grazes on Liberty’s cheek. 

2055 1873 Open 3—Damaged—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. The 
surfaces are heavily abraded, yet they remain lustrous and somewhat 
prooflike. Of the more valuable Open 3 variety. 


2056 1873-S Open 3 AU50 PCGS. The surfaces are lustrous and some¬ 
what prooflike, with light marks throughout. The more valuable 
Open 3 variety. 

2057 1874 AU55 NGC. Lightly abraded throughout, with a tiny spot of 
grease as struck onto the reverse. There is some pale pinkish toning 
near and over parts of Miss Liberty’s portrait. The coin is decently 
preserved, and retains moderate luster. 

2058 1876-S AU58 ANACS. Nicely struck with extensive luster and a 
moderately abraded obverse. The mintmark is entered far to the 
right, and is nearly past the upright of the second T in TWENTY. 

2059 1877-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Richly 
detailed and with ample luster, but hairlined on each side. Liberty 
has a small area of rough surface below her eye. 

2060 1880 AU53 PCGS. A scarcer P-mint Type Three that is quite elusive 
above XF. Moderately abraded with considerable underlying luster. 

2061 1880-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. The mildly 
prooflike fields are lightly hairlined. A well struck coin that has rea¬ 
sonable eye appeal despite a short abrasion in the field above Liber¬ 
ty’s hair bun. 

2062 1884-CC XF45 PCGS. Glimmers of prooflike luster emerge from 
protected areas of the design. The surfaces have slide marks from 
light circulation, but there are no individually notable abrasions. An 
attractive Carson City Double Eagle for the grade. 

2063 1891-S AU53 ANACS. The luster is surprisingly flashy for the 
grade. Moderately but not excessively abraded, with traces of dirt in 
protected areas. Sharply struck except for the mintmark, which is a 
low relief blob. 

2064 1893-S MS62 NGC. A lustrous and sharply struck specimen that has 
a couple of luster grazes on the cheek. The upper left portion of the 
shield has a faint grease streak. 

2065 1895 MS62 NGC. The richly frosted surfaces are typically sharp for 
the issue with only a few well scattered abrasions in evidence on 
both sides. 

2066 1897 MS62 NGC. Well defined with pronounced green-gold color. 
A number of small marks limit the grade. 

2067 1897-S MS62 PCGS. This coin displays satiny, lustrous surfaces 
which retain very good overall eye appeal despite a visible blemish 
to the left of Miss Liberty’s nose. 

2068 1899-S MS62 NGC. Exceptional bright, satiny luster for the grade. 

2069 1900 MS61 ANACS. A seemingly conservatively graded example 
that has refreshingly unabraded fields. Well struck with yellow-gold 
color and pleasing luster. 

2070 1900 MS63 PCGS. A lustrous and carefully preserved example, 
with a good strike and few distractions. 

2071 1900 MS64 PCGS. Well struck with beautiful satiny lustrous sur¬ 
faces, this choice specimen has a few trivial marks and luster grazes, 
but overall it is very nice for the grade, with terrific eye appeal. 

2072 1900 MS64 ICG. A well struck and lustrous near-Gem with a few 
trivial luster grazes on the cheek and neck of Liberty. 

2073 1902-S MS63 PCGS. Nice luster, reflective fields, and a strong 
strike with the usual abrasions. 

2074 1903 MS64 NGC. A rich olive-gold near-Gem that is well struck 
and has vivid luster. The reverse has gorgeous surfaces, while the 
obverse is carefully preserved. 

2075 1903 MS64 PCGS. A well struck and lustrous near-Gem that has 
blushes of lemon-gold patina. An impressive Double Eagle with a 
nearly pristine reverse. 

2076 1903 MS64 NGC. Well struck and carefully preserved, with rich 
gold color and prooflike surfaces, this near-Gem is a pleasing exam¬ 
ple in all respects. 
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2077 1903-S MS62 PCGS. A boldly struck and lustrous coin with rela¬ 
tively clean fields. A contact mark on the neck is seemingly all the 
prevents a higher designation. 

2078 1904 MS63 NGC. Bright, satiny luster with a pronounced green- 
gold appearance. 

2079 1904 MS64 PCGS. A bright copper-gold near-Gem that has flashy 
luster and an especially immaculate reverse. A type coin that has 
abundant eye appeal. 

2080 1904 MS64 NGC. Brilliant luster, original color, and well struck 
with reflective surfaces. Only a couple of marks on the obverse 
keeps this coin from a higher grade. 

2081 1904 MS64 NGC. Lustrous and bold with soft, creamy gold sur¬ 
faces. 

2082 1904 MS64 NGC. Warm reddish-gold color graces the satiny sur¬ 
faces. 

2083 1904 MS65 NGC. Well preserved Gem, with pleasing yellow-gold 
color, original luster and clean surfaces except for one hairline near 
Star 4. 

2084 1904-S MS64 NGC. This fully lustrous near-Gem is yellow-gold in 
color with a minimal number of abrasions. 

2085 1904-S MS64 NGC. Nice yellow-gold, bright, and lustrous exam¬ 
ple. 

2086 1904-S MS64 NGC. Lustrous with a few marks distributed over 
both sides. 

2087 1905 MS60 NGC. Only 59,011 Double Eagles were coined in 
Philadelphia in 1905. As few large denominations were saved from 
circulation, the 1905 becomes a very scarce issue in Mint State. This 
coin has yellow-gold luster with a few marks on Liberty’s chin and 
neck. 

2088 1905 MS62 PCGS. Sharply struck and lustrous, this Mint State 
specimen is lightly abraded throughout, with several small toning 
patches on the face and neck of Miss Liberty. 

2089 1907-D AU58 ANACS. The obverse has a few wispy slide marks, 
but the surfaces are clean for a briefly circulated Double Eagle. The 
peripheral luster is bright and extensive, and the devices are virtual¬ 
ly free from rub. 

2090 1907-D MS60 ANACS. A few wispy pinscratches are noted above 
TWENTY, but this flashy example has a clean appearance else¬ 
where. Pleasing for the grade. 

2091 1907-S MS62 NGC. Subdued luster with a number of small marks 
that are typical for the grade. 

SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 


2092 1907 Arabic Numerals AU58 ANACS. A bright and sharply struck 
coin with flashy luster and only modest rub. The left obverse field 
has a diagonal abrasion, and the reverse rim has a minor ding at 5 
o’clock. 

2093 1908 No Motto MS62 ANACS. A sharply struck and lustrous rep¬ 
resentative that is clean for the grade aside from a small abrasion on 
the Capitol building. 

2094 1908 No Motto MS62 PCGS. Lustrous with subtle rose and lilac 
coloration. 

2095 1908 No Motto MS62 PCGS. A lightly abraded representative that 
offers good luster and a decent strike. The highpoints have a hint of 
dusky gray patina. 

2096 1908 No Motto MS63 ANACS. A boldly struck Double Eagle that 
has exceptional detail on the Capitol building. A small abrasion 
reaches the L in LIBERTY, but the surfaces are elsewhere immacu¬ 
lately preserved. 
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2097 1908 No Motto MS63 NGC. This is an originally preserved exam¬ 
ple with alternating olive-gold and orange-gold colors. Rather well 
struck for the type with no abrasions that are out of context with the 
MS63 level of preservation. 

2098 1909 MS63 PCGS. Original, yellow-gold with the usual marks for 
a Saint-Gaudens of this grade. 1909 Double Eagles are very scarce 
in higher Mint State grades. 

2099 1909-S MS63 PCGS. An orange-gold example with nice luster. 
Minute rim marks suggest being briefly held in jewelry. 

2100 1910-S MS64 PCGS. A near-Gem, worthy of the designation, with 
gold-orange coloring and only a handful of abrasions. 

2101 1911 MS63 PCGS. Well struck with good luster and original color. 

2102 1913-D MS64 ANACS. Beautiful, well struck, lustrous with a few 
marks and much reflectivity in the fields. 

2103 1914-D MS63 ANACS. A nicely struck example that has good lus¬ 
ter and an immaculate reverse. A couple of tiny alloy spots (as made) 
are noted on each side. 

2104 1914-D MS63 ANACS. A lustrous and nicely struck coin that has 
bright honey-gold color and flashy cartwheel luster. The few contact 
marks are minor and evenly distributed. 

2105 1914-S MS63 PCGS. A nicely impressed Double Eagle with good 
detail. The surfaces glow with original color. 

2106 1915-S MS63 PCGS. A lustrous and original example of a coin with 
a mintage of 567,500. 

2107 1915-S MS63 PCGS. A good example of this lower mintage Dou¬ 
ble Eagle, a coin glowing with orange-golden mint bloom. There is 
excellent detail to the head, hands, garments, and breast feathers 
from a strong strike. 

2108 1915-S MS63 PCGS. A pleasing gold color with few marks on fully 
struck surfaces. 

2109 1915-S MS65 NGC. Well struck with glowing, lustrous, satiny sur¬ 
faces and rich color, this Gem is a wonderful example of its type. A 
few trivial marks keep it from being perfect. 

2110 1922 MS61 ANACS. A faint scratch extends the diagonal leg of the 
R in LIBERTY. Sharply struck with rich luster and relatively clean 
surfaces. 

2111 1922 MS65 NGC. Deep, satiny luster with a clean appearance 
throughout. Mint State examples of this issue tend to be heavily 
abraded and are rarely found in superior conditions to this Gem 
specimen. In fact, only a combined three finer specimens have been 
seen by NGC or PCGS (10/02). 

2112 1924 MS60 ANACS. The reverse is surprisingly unabraded, how¬ 
ever, the obverse field has faint slide marks and luster grazes. A lus¬ 
trous example of this often encountered issue. 

2113 1924 MS64 NGC. A well balanced example with minimal marks for 
the grade and a subtle green-gold appearance. 

2114 1924 MS64 PCGS. Subtle mint luster under deep orange-gold ton¬ 
ing. 

2115 1924 MS64 ANACS. A well struck and lustrous near-Gem that has 
beautifully preserved surfaces. The devices have hints of pinkish 
patina. A splendid type coin. 

2116 1924 MS65 PCGS. Nicely struck with olive-gold color and rich 
cartwheel luster. The reverse is nearly pristine, and the obverse also 
has attractive surfaces. 

2117 1924 MS65 NGC. Fully struck with a few small abrasions. 

2118 1924-D AU58 PCGS. Lightly circulated, with much mint luster 
remaining, yellow-gold color and clean surfaces. 
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2119 1925 AU58 ANACS. A lustrous example that has rich copper-gold 
color within the devices. The fields have refreshingly few luster 
grazes. The obverse border has a tiny contact mark at 3 o’clock. 

2120 1925 MS64 ANACS. A lustrous and sharply struck olive-gold near- 
Gem that has immaculate surfaces. A faint alloy spot (as made) sep¬ 
arates the 19 in the date. 

2121 1926 MS64 ANACS. The lower right obverse is sharply die dou¬ 
bled, which is most visible on the date, monogram, rays, and stars 
within that area. A well struck and lustrous lemon-gold near-Gem 
that has gorgeously preserved surfaces. 

2122 1927 MS62 ANACS. A lustrous and sharply struck specimen that is 
free from luster grazes but has a couple of minor contact marks. A 
small area of purplish patina is present above BE in LIBERTY. 

2123 1927 MS65 NGC. Deep golden toning with a subtly lighter pink 
color on Liberty and the eagle highlight this well struck gem. 

2124 1927 MS65 NGC. Attractive and lustrous with bright, problem free 
surfaces. 

2125 1928 MS63 ANACS. The torch has a well concealed abrasion, but 
the surfaces are otherwise impressively preserved. Lustrous and well 
struck with good eye appeal. 

COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

2126 1893 Isabella Quarter—Whizzed—ANACS. AU Details, Net 
XF40. Retoned in blue and golden shades to lessen the effects of its 
past mistreatment. 

2127 1893 Isabella Quarter—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. 
Details, Net AU 50. Some antique-golden color has started to accu¬ 
mulate on the reverse. A couple of small marks are also seen in the 
fields on that side. 

2128 1893 Isabella Quarter—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net 
AU55. Somewhat reflective, possibly the result of the cleaning, with 
golden and violet peripheral highlights. 

2129 1893 Isabella Quarter—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net 
AU55. Boldly struck with hints of color at the margins and a sub¬ 
dued appearance from the cleaning. 

2130 1893 Isabella Quarter—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net 
AU55. Lightly toned. The cleaning is relatively minor and not 
immediately obvious to the viewer. 

2131 1893 Isabella Quarter MS66 NGC. A lovely example of this very 
popular issue. Abundant luster shines through a thin layer of blue- 
gray toning. There is just enough toning to contrast with the full lus¬ 
ter, giving the surfaces a very delicate look. A great addition to a set 
of commems. 

2132 1900 Lafayette Dollar—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net 
AU50. The borders have deep maroon-brown patina, while the cen¬ 
ters possess lilac-mauve color. Richly detailed but hairlined and with 
only modest luster. 

2133 1900 Lafayette Dollar—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. Unc 
Details, Net AU55. The obverse border has wisps of electric-blue 
and golden-russet patina. The peripheries have bright luster. The 
portraits have wispy hairlines and a pair of unobtrusive pinscratch- 


2134 1900 Lafayette Dollar AU55 ANACS. Both sides are deeply toned 
with mauve patina. A richly detailed example that has a faint pin- 
scratch in the field below the leg of Lafayette. 

2135 1900 Lafayette Dollar—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net 
AU55. The margins have wisps of rich golden-brown color. Nicely 
struck with moderate luster and a few wispy slide marks on Wash¬ 
ington’s forehead. 

2136 1921 Alabama—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40 Both 
sides exhibit a bright silvery finish. 


2137 1921 Alabama—Cleaned—ANACS, Unc Details, Net AU50, the 
highpoints are most affected by the cleaning; 1925-S California- 
Cleaned—ANACS, Unc Details, Net AU55, toning spots here and 
there at the margins; and a 1936 Lynchburg—Cleaned—ANACS, 
Unc Details, Net AU55, subtle orange-gold accents. (Total: 3 coins) 


2138 1921 Alabama—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS, Unc Details, Net 
AU55, a diagonal scratch on the cheek of Kilby, the eagle is typical¬ 
ly struck; 1936 Long Island MS61 ANACS, well preserved with a 
decent strike and a planchet flaw (as made) in the comer of comer; 
and a 1925 Stone Mountain MS60 ANACS, lovely apricot color, 
the reverse has wispy slide marks. (Total: 3 coins) 

2139 1921 Alabama MS65 NGC. Untoned and frosty, the surfaces are 
free of all but the most trivial distraction. The obverse is sharply 
impressed, and both sides possess impressive eye appeal even for the 
MS65 grade level. 

2140 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS65 NGC. Nicely preserved, bright, and lus¬ 
trous Gem with plenty of mint frost. 

2141 1936 Albany—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. The 

obverse has wispy hairlines, while the reverse is only very lightly 
cleaned. Nicely struck with extensive satiny luster. A scarcer type. 

2142 1936 Albany—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. A 
faintly hairlined and perhaps unnaturally reflective Commemora¬ 
tive. Well struck with pale gold color at the margins. 

2143 1936 Albany—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. Well 
struck with good luster and dusky tan color at the margins. Very 
lightly cleaned, and not unattractive for the net grade. 

2144 1936 Albany MS65 PCGS. An extremely brilliant and lustrous 
example, untoned and showing few marks. A rare Gem. 

2145 1937 Antietam—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. 
Hints of steel-blue and yellow-green patina visit this faintly hair¬ 
lined representative. Sharply struck and without individually notable 
abrasions. A popular and lower mintage Commemorative type. 

2146 1935 Arkansas MS64 PCGS, well preserved, very lightly toned, 
and showing just a few small contact marks; and a 1935-S Arkansas 
MS64 PCGS, with light patination, a few small abrasions, and one 
dark toning spot on the eagle’s right wing. (Total: 2 coins) 

2147 1935 Arkansas MS66 PCGS. The satiny, untoned luster is almost 
unhampered by marks or abrasions. Any Arkansas half dollar in this 
grade is considered very elusive. 

2148 1935-D Arkansas MS65 PCGS. Well preserved and with good 
color, this attractive coin has a spot of peach-colored patina on Lib¬ 
erty’s cheek. 

2149 1935-S Arkansas MS63 PCGS. A thin ring of russet and olive- 
green album toning can be seen on the obverse. 

2150 1936 Arkansas MS64 PCGS, well struck with pale honey-gold 
color and some speckled toning spots near the borders; and a 1936- 
D Arkansas MS64 PCGS, well preserved with some dark toning 
spots on the obverse, and mainly light gold color on the reverse. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

2151 1936 Arkansas MS65 NGC. Rather deeply toned in amber, lilac, 
and sea-green shades. 

2152 1936-S Arkansas MS65 PCGS. Well struck and well preserved, this 
lightly-toned Gem boasts creamy, satiny surfaces. 

2153 1937 Arkansas MS65 PCGS. Displaying beautiful light yellow- 
golden color, the surfaces are satiny. The coin has a good strike and 
is very well preserved. 

2154 1937-D Arkansas MS65 PCGS. Appealing light-gray color, creamy 
and nearly mark-free surfaces. A very nice example of its type. 

2155 1937-S Arkansas MS64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with numerous 
tiny blemishes on the portrait of Liberty, but few of any real conse¬ 
quence. 
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2156 1937-S Arkansas MS66 PCGS. A thick, satiny finish covers the 
surfaces of this often heavily marked issue. This exceptional piece is 
nearly mark-free with hints of golden patina on the reverse. Popula¬ 
tion: 26 in 66, only 1 is finer. 

2157 1938 Arkansas MS64 PCGS. Relatively well struck and essential¬ 
ly untoned, this coin has good luster and the surfaces are only light¬ 
ly marked. Very good eye appeal. 

2158 1938-D Arkansas MS64 PCGS. Brilliant and lustrous, this coin has 
frosty surfaces. There is a small toning spot on Liberty’s cap, and 
there are wispy traces of apricot near some of the borders. 

2159 1939 Arkansas MS64 PCGS. Beautiful tan-gold color, with 
smooth, almost unmarked surfaces. A golden-orange patina clings to 
the obverse borders. 

2160 1939-D Arkansas MS64 PCGS. Attractive dove-gray color, the sur¬ 
faces are very clean. There are mottled toning spots on each side, all 
close to the borders. 

2161 1936-S Bay Bridge MS63 ANACS. Light golden-brown in color 
with a peripheral wisp of cobalt-blue patina. Well struck and lustrous 
with good eye appeal. The lower half of the bear has a few trivial 
slide marks. 

2162 1936-S Bay Bridge MS63 ANACS, well struck and lustrous with 
golden-brown patina at the borders; 1918 Lincoln MS63 ANACS, 
lustrous and needle-sharp, an immaculate reverse, minor abrasions 
in the right obverse field; and a 1936 Robinson MS63 ANACS, 
sharply struck and lightly toned with a clean appearance.

2165 1934 Boone MS65 PCGS. Rich sea-green and powder-blue patina. 
A well struck and lustrous Gem that has clean fields. The first year 
of the Boone Commemorative type. 

2166 1934 Boone MS65 PCGS. A lustrous Gem that has an impressive 
strike and lovely speckled copper-gold patina across each side. The 
obverse field is beautifully preserved. 

2167 1934 Boone MS66 PCGS. Well-struck with a golden patina around 
the peripheries of the reverse.

Moderate facial marks keep this 
satiny-white Boone from at least a Select rating. 

2172 1935/34 Boone MS65 PCGS. Deeply toned with gorgeous orange- 
gold and lavender colors. A well struck and exquisitely preserved 
Gem that has modest luster and exceptional eye appeal 

2173 1935/34-S Boone MS64 PCGS. A needle-sharp and brilliant near- 
Gem that has modest luster and a seemingly pristine obverse. The 
mintage of 2,004 pieces is exceedingly low even for a Silver Com¬ 
memorative. 


2174 1936 Boone MS65 PCGS. An attractive and impressively preserved 
Gem that has flashy luster and a razor-sharp strike. The 1936 Boone 
had the highest mintage of the five year type, but at 12,012 pieces it 
is still a relatively low production within the Commemorative series.

2177 1936 Boone MS65 ANACS. Golden-brown and lemon patina visits 
the peripheries. A flashy Gem that has a bold strike and clean sur¬ 
faces. 

2178 1936 Boone MS66 NGC. Well struck and blazing silver-white lus¬ 
ter. Minute mark on Boone’s cheek. 

2179 1936-D Boone MS65 PCGS. Soft violet and golden toning leaves 
only a thin streak of brilliance on the reverse.

2189 1936 Bridgeport MS63 ANACS, soft golden and sky-blue over¬ 
tones; 1936 Cleveland MS62 ANACS, a trifle bright with pale gold¬ 
en accents; and a 1926-S Oregon MS63 ANACS, speckled toning 
frames essentially Choice surfaces. (Total: 3 coins) 

2190 1936 Bridgeport MS65 PCGS. A smattering of olive patina is seen 
here and there on the reverse. 

2191 1936 Bridgeport MS65 ANACS. Dusky golden-brown patina 
enriches the borders of this lustrous and well struck Gem. A careful¬ 
ly preserved Gem that has an original appearance. 

2192 1936 Bridgeport MS66 PCGS. A lustrous Gem that has light green- 
gray patina and lovingly preserved surfaces. A faint fingerprint 
above the tail of the modernistic eagle is barely noticeable.

2196 1936 Cincinnati MS64 NGC. Bright pale-golden color, there is a 
russet toning streak and other russet colored spots on the obverse. 

2197 1936 Cincinnati MS64 ANACS. Light yellow-gold color. A lus¬ 
trous near-Gem that has a reasonable strike and well preserved 
obverse field. A scarce type that is also in demand from those who 
collect the series by mintmark. 

2198 1936-D Cincinnati MS64 PCGS. Brilliant and lustrous, the obverse 
surfaces are lightly abraded, while the reverse is essentially mark- 
free, and has a satiny, frosty surface. 

2199 1936-D Cincinnati MS64 ANACS. A lightly toned and lustrous 
near-Gem that has nearly pristine fields and a decent strike.

2206 1936 Cleveland MS63 ANACS, lustrous and bold, Michigan has a 
contact mark; 1925 Lexington MS63 ANACS, lustrous and brilliant 
with clean fields; and a 1934 Texas MS61 ANACS, pleasing for the 
grade with light lilac and gold patina. (Total: 3 coins) 

2207 1936 Cleveland MS63 ANACS, lustrous and lightly toned with a 
good strike and relatively clean surfaces; and a 1936 Long Island 
MS64 ANACS, nicely struck and lustrous, a faint pinscratch above 
the portraits but otherwise attractive. (Total; 2 coins) 

2208 1936 Cleveland MS64 ANACS, lustrous with original lavender- 
gray patina, sharply struck and carefully preserved; and a 1936 
Rhode Island MS64 ANACS, light peripheral gold color, lustrous 
with a good strike. (Total: 2 coins)

2218 1936-S Columbia MS66 PCGS. Light silvery patination gives way 
to burnt-gold, apple-green, and rose peripheral color on the left side 
of both obverse and reverse. 

2219 1892 Columbian MS64 NGC. Clean surfaces and lustrous with var¬ 
iegated toning along the peripheries. 

2220 1892 Columbian MS64 Prooflike NGC. A sparkling, essentially 
untoned example with good reflectivity in the fields and no obvious 
distractions to the unaided eye. 

2221 1892 Columbian MS64 PCGS. Natural russet and sea-green toning 
gravitates to the borders. 

2222 1893 Columbian MS62 PCGS, spotty toning on both sides; and a 
1925 Stone Mountain MS64 PCGS, moderately toned in yellow 
gold and orange hues.

The creamy, unmarked surfaces are 
lightly toned over all but the central portion of the obverse. 

The margins have light apricot 
patina. A pleasing Commemorative that has a crisp strike and rich 
luster. The obverse is well preserved, and the reverse is also attrac¬ 
tive for the grade. 

2226 1935 Connecticut MS62 ANACS. Medium apricot patina lurks 
within the legends and the leaves of the oak tree. Well struck and 
beautifully preserved with moderate luster. 

2227 1935 Connecticut MS63 NGC. Beautiful pale-gold color, the sur¬ 
faces are remarkably problem-free for the grade. There is some mot¬ 
tled russet toning on the legend at the upper left of the obverse. 

2228 1935 Connecticut MS63 ANACS. A well struck and lustrous repre¬ 
sentative that has beautifully preserved surfaces. An attractive Com¬ 
memorative. 

2229 1936 Delaware—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. The 
margins have abundant pale gold luster. A well struck and glossy 
Commemorative that has faint hairlines throughout the lower 
obverse. 

2230 1936 Delaware MS64 NGC. Iridescent copper-red patina floats 
over the reverse surfaces of this attractive specimen, and also along 
the upper obverse borders, over the predominately bright golden 
color. Several very small white spots are noticeable near the obverse 
center. 

Light russet toning on the obverse 
and reverse.

2237 1936 Gettysburg—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, 
Net AU50. The right obverse border has a relatively deep pinscratch, 
and the devices are bright and glossy. Lustrous with rich peripheral 
apricot-gold color. 

2238 1936 Gettysburg—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. 
Light apricot in color, with reasonable luster and a bold strike. Free 
from hairlines, although the portrait have a few nearly insignificant 
abrasions. 

2239 1936 Gettysburg MS60 ANACS. A well struck coin that has rea¬ 
sonable luster and a few wispy slide marks across the devices. This 
issue was struck two years early, as the anniversary it celebrates is 
from 1863 to 1938. 

2240 1936 Gettysburg MS64 PCGS. Lovely golden-brown and rose-vio¬ 
let patina. A well struck near-Gem that has good luster and pleasing 
surfaces. A popular Civil War type. 

2241 1936 Gettysburg MS66 PCGS. Terrific luster emanates from sur¬ 
faces that are brilliant in the centers and rather deeply toned in the 
recessed peripheral areas. 

2242 1922 Grant—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net 
XF45, rich orange and lavender toning; and a 1918 Lincoln— 
Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, Net XF45, mottled gunmetal and 
reddish-brown toning is deeper on the reverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

2243 1922 Grant MS61 ANACS, sharply struck and nicely preserved 
with a mildly prooflike obverse; 1926-S Oregon—Cleaned— 
ANACS, Unc Details, Net MS60, a lightly hairlined example that 
has a nice strike and a wisp of golden-brown color; and a 1921 Pil¬ 
grim MS63 ANACS, a hint of lemon-gold patina, flashy with clean 
surfaces, the peripheral legends have a typical strike. (Total: 3 coins) 

2244 1922 Grant MS64 NGC. White and completely untoned, a number 
of typical die polishing lines are noted in the obverse field. 

2245 1922 Grant MS64 PCGS. Seeming conservatively graded, this 
frosty and lustrous untoned specimen shows surfaces which bear 
only the lightest of hairlines. This is a very nice coin indeed. 

2246 1928 Hawaiian MS62 ANACS. The margins have a hint of olive- 
gold color.

This coin has a lovely light honey-gold 
color. The finely detailed surface features are undisturbed. 

2249 1946 Iowa MS65 ANACS. The borders have hints of olive color 
and a few freckles of russet patina. A well struck and lustrous Gem 
that has impressive surfaces. 
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2250 1925 Lexington—Cleaned—ANACS, Unc Details, Net AU50, 
lightly hairlined with murky steel-blue patina; 1918 Lincoln— 
Cleaned—ANACS, Unc Details, Net AU55, well struck with 
extensive luster and a slide mark on the cheekbone; and a 1936 
Lynchburg— Cleaned—ANACS, Unc Details, Net AU55, lustrous 
with pale gold patina and very wispy hairlines. (Total: 3 coins) 

2251 1925 Lexington MS64 PCGS. With a good strike and primarily 
olive-gray color, the left obverse displays uneven mottled light- 
green and russet toning. The reverse has a long vertical abrasion in 
the left center field, and a few russet-colored spots. 

2252 1925 Lexington MS64 PCGS. Lovely pastel gold, peach, and vio¬ 
let-blue patina. A lustrous and well struck near-Gem that has excep¬ 
tional preservation. A splendid Commemorative that will be trea¬ 
sured by its future owner. 

2253 1918 Lincoln MS61 ANACS. The shield and rock have minor soft¬ 
ness of strike, while the portrait and the eagle are bold. A silver-gray 
coin that has good luster and clean surfaces for the grade. Lincoln’s 
cheek has a couple faint slide marks. 

2254 1918 Lincoln MS62 ANACS. A lustrous and well struck example 
that has attractive peripheral golden-brown patina. The reverse is 
exceptionally preserved, while the obverse has faint slide marks. 

2255 1918 Lincoln MS64 PCGS. With color ranging from olive-gray to 
tan, this coin has a good overall appearance, with some mottled ton¬ 
ing spots on the obverse. Some rose and light-orange patina appears 
close to some of the reverse borders. 

2256 1918 Lincoln MS64 NGC. Dusky golden and pearl-gray patina 
envelopes both sides. 

2257 1936 Long Island MS63 NGC. A well preserved specimen, with 
good luster and all features intact. A very small brown spot on the 
Dutch settler’s collar is the only distraction. 

A nicely struck and lustrous 
near-Gem that has whispers of gold color at the borders. The obverse 
is immaculately preserved. 

2259 1936 Long Island MS65 NGC. Pale golden patina accentuates both 
sides. A couple of small chatter marks are visible on the sails. 

2260 1936 Long Island MS65 PCGS. Well preserved, with orange and 
red patina that appears at the upper and lower obverse borders. 

2261 1936 Lynchburg—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. 
Boldly struck with pleasing luster and peripheral pale gold patina. 
Senator Glass has a few tiny contact marks on his forehead, and both 
sides are faindy hairlined. 

2262 1936 Lynchburg MS63 ANACS. Blushes of pale golden-brown 
patina enrich the lustrous surfaces. Well struck aside from the jaw of 
Carter Glass. The obverse is especially immaculate. 

2263 1936 Lynchburg MS64 PCGS. Attractive pale olive-gold color. 
Several minor distractions include a vertical abrasion which nearly 
bisects the cheek of Senator Glass, and a small dark spot on Liber¬ 
ty’s skirt folds. Nicely preserved and pleasing overall. 

2264 1936 Lynchburg MS64 PCGS. Well preserved and virtually free of 
marks, there are some russet-toned spots on the obverse. A light 
orange-gold patina appears on the left reverse border, extending 
slightly into the peripheral devices.

2267 1920 Maine MS64 PCGS. Lightly toned, with all features clearly 
defined, this example shows some speckled russet patina close to the 
upper and left reverse borders. 
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2268 1934 Maryland MS62 ANACS. A nicely struck Commemorative 
with good luster and original peripheral yellow-gray patina. The sur¬ 
faces are surprisingly clean for the grade. 

2269 1934 Maryland MS64 ANACS. The margins have iridescent gold¬ 
en-brown patina, with a blush of lighter color in the centers. A nice¬ 
ly struck near-Gem that has exquisite fields. 

2270 1934 Maryland MS6S PCGS. This coin has a relatively good 
strike, with an attractive light-golden color. It has some streaky rus¬ 
set toning around the obverse borders. 

2271 1934 Maryland MS65 NGC. A very appealing coin. Olive-gold 
color covers the remarkably well preserved surfaces. 

2272 1934 Maryland MS66 PCGS. Attractive olive-golden toning is 
draped across outstanding surfaces. 

2273 1921 Missouri-Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The 
rich lavender patina lessens the effect of the slide marks on the cheek 
and in the field behind the cap. A wispy vertical pinscratch crosses 
the upper half of the Indian. 

2274 1921 Missouri AU55 ANACS. The reverse has a rim ding at 4 
o’clock. The borders have rich luster, as well as speckled russet and 
gold patina. 

2275 1921 Missouri MS62 ANACS. The borders have gold and lilac pati¬ 
na. A lustrous and well struck piece that has attractive surfaces for 
the grade. A lovely example of this scarce and early Silver Com¬ 
memorative type. 

2276 1921 Missouri 2x4—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU5S. 
The peripheries have dusky yellow-gray color. Well struck with 
good luster and relatively unabraded surfaces. The cheek has a few 
parallel slide marks. A scarce issue, and a better Commemorative 
type. 

2277 1923-S Monroe MS63 PCGS. A reasonably well preserved speci¬ 
men, lightly abraded with some mottled toning spots on each side. 

2278 1923-S Monroe MS63 NGC. The obverse is heavily patinated, with 
several spots in evidence, and a dark russet and green splash present 
in the lower left field. The reverse is tan-gold in color, with darker 
toning near the upper border. A relatively well preserved example. 

2279 1923-S Monroe MS63 ANACS. The strike is decidedly above aver¬ 
age for this generally softly struck issue. Lustrous and lightly toned. 
The fields have a few faint luster grazes. 

2280 1923-S Monroe MS64 PCGS. Sharp and exceptionally lustrous for 
the grade. A few minor contact marks are noted overall. 

2281 1923-S Monroe MS64 PCGS. Untoned overall, the luster is slight¬ 
ly subdued prohibiting a finer grade. 

2282 1938 New Rochelle MS65 NGC. Bright luster and gorgeous light- 
gold color give this coin a ton of eye appeal, along with subtle cop¬ 
per patina around the obverse borders. 

2283 1925 Norse Thick—Cleaned—ANACS, Unc Details, Net AU55, 
well struck with slate-gray color and only a few wispy hairlines; and 
a 1925 Norse Thick MS63 ANACS, a lovely silver-gray Medal that 
has modest luster and immaculate surfaces. (Total: 2 coins) 

2284 1925 Norse MS63 PCGS. Well struck and very well preserved, with 
only a few hairline marks in the fields, and some traces of russet ton¬ 
ing around the edges.
